~ The Assembly met in the Assembly Chamber, Trivandrum, at 
Eleven of the Clock on Wednesday, the 25th February, 1953, with 
Mp. Speaker in the Chair. , 


ADDRESS BY HIS HIGHNESS THE RAJPRAMUKH. 


His Highness the Rajpramukh, having arrived in the Chamber in 
procession, tock his seat on the Dais at Eleven of the Clock. 

His Highness the Rajpramukh : Honourable Members of 
the Legislature, 


It gives me real pleasure to welcome you , Members of the Legi- 
slative Assembly, to this Session for the consideration of the Budget , 
certain Bills, and other business. You will have full opportunities to 
examine the financial,administrative and other activities of my Govern- 
ment when the Budget is presented. I have no doubt that in consi- 
dering such matters you will, consistent with our traditions, bring to 
bear a high a sense of duty, responsibility and impartiality. . 


With the rest of the country we have passed through another year 
of grave difficulties which have generally been overcome by the leaders 
of the Nation. ' 


In the demise of Shri N. Gopalaswami Aiyangar we have lost a true 
friend of our State who rendered invaluable services in smoothening 
delicate problems connected with our State taking its proper place 
in India. 


Despite the financial depression that has attenuated the resources 
of the State, my Government have found it possible during the current 
year not merely to adhere to the original Budget programme but to 
provide substantial amounts for relief of distress.

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FIVE YEAR PLAN . 


My Government expect to maintain an adequate level of expeadi- 
ture’ on nation-building activitiés under, the Five Year Plan, It is a 


- matter of pride to us that schemes under Power and Irrigation (which 


take the lion’s share of the expenditure) which were approved by the 


- Planning Commission were originally designed by our State even prior 


to the Five Year Plan — in regard to some schemes, work had already 


started before the Plan came into force. It will be our determined 


endeavour to implement the Five Year Plan in full within the prescribed 


period. 


FINANCE COMMISSION ‘ 


_ Though the “allocations made by the. Finance Commission fall 
below the revenue-gap fixed for our State till 1959-60, under the 
agreement entered into with the Government of India, our State is 
entited to the amounts guaranteed as revenue-gap as long as they are 
more advantageous. My Government will receive allocations from 
Income-tax and Excise when they are more favourable than the revenue 
gap. The Finance Commission has also recommended a grant-in-aid 
under Article 275 (1) of the Constitution to maintain administrative 


‘efficiency. This grant will be available from April 19 go. I hope that 


the Government of India will in addition continue to extend financial 
assistance by way of loans and grants. 


FOOD SUBSIDY . : 


Subsidising of food has caused grave strain to our financial resources. 


. though this was eased appreciably because of the assistance by the: 


Government of India. I hope the Government of India will continue 


_suoh help on the strong representations made by my Government, 


FOOD SUPPLY 


Our State is highly deficit, the most deficit State in India, as we 


depend on outside help for 150 per cent of our State production of 


rice, Despite various difficulties, my Government have found it 
possible to make supplies available at reasonable prices. To stimulate 


‘the free flow of foodgrains, the levy system of procurement was 


revised. Steps have been taken to maximize internal production by 
bringing more areas under cultivation and by endeavouring to increase 
the yield on, existing areas. Appreciable progress has been made in 
all major and minor irrigation projects. : 


_ POWER PROJECTS 


We may with confidence expect schemes to increase supply ‘of 
power to be completed well within schedule. 


{NDUSTRIAL POLICY 


_ My Government will continue to pay special attention to industrial 
‘development in view of the heavy density of population which cannot 
be supported by agriculture alone. Private enterprise will be wel- . 
comed except in regard to public utility concerns like electricity and_ 
transport and key industries like mining and processing of mineral 
sands. ' . ' 


LABOUR * 


Industrial development must depend for its progress on the full 
co-operation of Labour. My Goverriment have noted with satis- 
faction the improved relationship between Capital.and Labour. Our 
State has a highly skilled and intelligent labour force. {am sure that 
the united efforts of the employers and labourers will result in a 
substantial increase in production of goods of high quality which can 
compete successfully in the world markets. 


COIR 
, During many months of the current year, the acute depression 
in the coir trade, caused by reduced export, provoked unemployment 
and consequent distress to large numbers of fersons.in coastal areas. 
My Government tried to relieve distress by starting works of publid 
utility, free distribution on an appreciable scale of food,soaked husks 
.thatching materials, clothes and the like. We are glad that there was 
generous response to the Chief Minister’s Relief Fundfor the purpose, 
Vigorous efforts were made through the Government of India to revive 
the dull foreign markets. We may note with satisfaction that the 
market has in recent times shown an upward trend. We hope that 
there will be progressive improvement so that the coir trade will again 
fully absorb the many familie’ in the coastal areas. , 


HOUSING 


. My Government will strive to provide houses for industrial 
workers and to homeless persons and to clear slums in towns. -A 
scheme of house-building, with assistance from the Centre, {is receiving 
active attention. . 4 et ,

EDUCATION » 

In spite of the already heavy expenditure on ‘Education’, my 
Government have sanctioned a scheme for the enhancement of pay of 
teachers of primary and secondary schools. They have also intervened 
to improve service conditions in private sgcondary schools. . The 
question of adopting the Basic Type of Education in schools is under 
consideration. As a first step, the new system will be intreduced in a 
few primary schools, . 


My Government have appointed a Committee to suggest reforms 
iw the light of the working of the University: Act. _ 


COMMUNICATIONS 


My Government have a plan, carefully drawn up, of construction ° 
of new roads, surfacing of existing roads, and construction of bridges 
acréss some of the major water-ways. 


COMMUNITY PROJECTS 


My Government have joined the All-fndia Scheme foi Community 
Development. ° They have already taken up two Community Projects. 
In addition they are considering the question of starting two more’ 
blocks, outside the two Projects, in localities which may be selected 
for development because of increased agricultural production. 


FISHERIES. 


My Government have also decided to initiate another scheme for 
Community Development with the main emphasis on fishing. An 

- agreement has. been executed for this purpose between the Gover- 
ment of India and the Government of Norway. The Project will be 
located in the fishing villages on either side of the Neendakara Bar and 
will be expanded in the light of experience. Fishing offers wide scope . 

' for increasing thé health and wealth of the people. 


ERNAKULAM-QUILON RAILWAY 


It is a matter of gratification to us that the endeavours of m 
Government to have a Railway line opened connecting Ernakulam and 
Quilon have borne fruit and that the Prime Minister of India inaugu- 
rated the rail link on the 24th December 1952.

Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Sir, it is now clear that a very 
important provision of the present bill has not been noticed either 
by the mover of the bill or by the Minister who wanted to help him 
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by making matters clearer than the mover himself could, Sir, I 
moved as an amendment that the bill might be referred to a Select 
Committee, It is no wonder, Sir, that the Minister’s motion is 
that the bill may be taken into considération, because he himself does 
not know what che provisions contained in the bill are. I hope that 
when the seriousness of the changes made in the bill—evidently by 
the Law Department—without the knowledge of the Minister, is 
made known to the Minister, he will agree to my motion that the. 
“bill may be referred to a Select Committee. 


Sir, in clause 2 (1) this is the provision : 


‘Sn Section 365— 


(i) in the opening paragraph, for the words ‘‘and the power 
to issue. notifications under Section 46 are,?’ ‘the words 
‘shall be’’ shall be substituted ; 


(ii) in clause (a), the words ‘‘or notification’’ shall be omitted,”’ 


Sir, there is a history behind this amendment. Evidently the 
Hon. Minister is blissfully ignorant of what took place in his ministry 
or in the Law Department in connection with. elections. Evidently 
he merely signed the papers. Sir, T may be excused if I point out 
that the Ministers are expected to understand things for which they - 
make themselves responsible. There is too much of touring and 
speech-making by the Ministers with the result that they have no time 
to sit at their desks and attend to their work and pass orders after 
understanding what orders they pass. Of course, I may be excused. 
when I make that very humble plea that Ministers must first realise 
what their duties are. Their main duty is not to make propaganda 
speeches for their party before the elections ; it is to attend to their 
work, to-understand the files that come before them and then. pass 
orders knowing what they do. .Here-is a very ignominious instance 
of a Minister acting without understanding what he did. 


Now, may | explain the position? Section 365 of the Trivan- 
drum City Municipal Act reads thus : _ ; ~ 


‘The power to make rules under Section 364 and the power 
to issue notifications under Section’ 46 are subject to the 
following conditions : 


(a) A draft of the rules or notifications shall be published in 
our Government Gazette and forwarded to the Council for 
~its opinion po 0 
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(6) Such draft shall not be further proceeded with until six weeks 
after such publication or until such later date as our Gov- 
ernment may appoint. All rules made under Section 364 
shall be published in our Government Gazette and upon 
such publication, shall have effect as if enacted in this Aet.”’ 


“~- Now, Sir, the present bill seeks to delete the words “‘and the 
power to issue notifications under Section 46 are’’ and substitute 
‘‘shall be’? in Section 365. How will the new Section read? It 
will read thus : 

“The power to make rules under Section 364 shall be subject 
to the following conditions”’ etc. 


Another peculiarity about the amendment is that the suggestion 
is not made ina straight-forward manner. Look at the amendment : 


‘In the opening paragraph, for the words ‘‘and the power to 
_ issue notifications under Section 46 are’’ the words ‘ ‘shall 
be’’ shall be substituted.” 


The real amendment is that in the opening paragraph, the words 
“and the power to issue notifications under Section 46’’ are omitted 
and the word ‘‘are’’ shall be substituted by the words ‘‘shall be.”’ 

Thus it is clear that an attempt is made to avoid showing up that a very 

significant provision is omitted. , 

Let us now go to the conditions. In the original Act, the pro- 
vision is that ‘‘a draft of the rules or notification shall be published in 
our Gevernment Gazette and forwarded to the Council for its opinion, 

_ Hereafter, only the rules need be published in the Gazette. The 
notification need not be published in the Gazette. More than that, 

Sir, the original Bill provides, in a very salutary manner that such 

draft shall not be proceeded with until six weeks after such publi- 

cation have elapsed or until such later date as our Government shall 
appoint. What does the notification contain? We find that in 

Section 46. According to the Amendment Act that was passed here 

some time ago, the section reads thus : 

, “46 (1) For the purposes of the election of Councillors, the 
City shall be divided into as many territorial divisions as 
there are non-reserved seats. Government shall, after 
consulting the Council, by notification in the Gazette fix the 
boundaries of such divisions, provided that the population” 
etc. . 


(2) ‘*The Government may, after consulting the Council by noti- 
fication in the Gazette, alter boundaries of such divisions,’’ 
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Originally, we had 24 divisions in the City ; now they. have 
increased to 38. How these divisions should be constituted is pto- 
vided for in Sections 46 and 365. The Government should consult 
the Council, then the draft containing the divisions and their. bound- 
aries should be published in the Gazette, and then the matter shall be 
preceeded with only after six weeks have elapsed. Sir, that is a very 
significant provision, It is not a meaningless provision, it provides 
that a six-weeks’ notice should be’given to the people. In other 
words, what they have to say in the matter should be heard. Six 
weeks after the notification in the Gazette, the divisions can be. 
fixed finally by the Government. That is a peremptory provision, 
according to Section 365. Now what is that this Government did ? 
They ignored this salutary provision. One fine morning, the Minister 
evidently without understanding what he wasdoing, put his signature 
on some papers that were placed before him, and the result was that the 
divisions were fixed; there was no notification, and no passage of a: 
period of six weeks. Evidently the Minister was in some hurry to go 
for his propaganda speeches and he signed the papers before~ him. 
Later, the Government realised the mistake. And then they brought 
forward an Ordinance. I ask, are Ordinances to be used for these 
purposes ? Why do the Government resort to the power or Ordi- 
nance-making to get over a very necessary provision of the law ? 
There is a lot of complaint that the wards are not properly constituted. 
1 think my party passed a resolution on the subject and sent it to 
Government. The resolution was that wards should not be fixed 
without adequate publication and without hearing objections from 
_-the public. Ignoring all that, they passed this Ordinance, validating 
something which was clearly illegal. And now they have come before . 
this House’ to have that Ordinance validated. Are we to allow such 
conduct on the part of Government lightly? Sir, who is responsible 
for this? Evidently, if knowledge of things is to form the basis of 
responsibility, the Hon. Minister is not responsible. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : May I know from the hon. Member’ 
whether that Ordinance was passed after the wards were tegrouped 
or before ?. , 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, my impression is that the 
Ordinance itself came after the mischief was done. I expected the 
Minister to give us the necessary information in regard to these 
matters. But he is quite innocent of all that happened. Then how 
are ‘we to know anything about it ?. Therefore, all that J can tell my 
friend is that the wards were fixed and then the Ordinance issued. 
And not only that, the Ordinance validates everything that was 
previously done, a 
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Shri E. P. Varghese : Just one more question please. Now 
that the Ordinance is passed and the elections have taken place on the 
basis of that Ordinance, if it goes to the Select Committee and suppose 
the Select Committee amends or repeals the provisions of the Ordi- 
nance, then will not the whole election be void ? 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai : 1 would very much like to hear the 
Advocate-General on that. But, unfortunately, he is not here now, 

Shri E. P. Varghese :  [f we are going to amend the Ordinance 
since action, has been taken on the basis of the provisions of the 
Ordinance, this is a sort of legislation seeking the sanction of the 
House for the Ordinance. Now, if we send it to the Select Committee 
and if the Select Committee, thinks that certain changes have to be 
made, then will it not invalidate the elections ? 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Certainly it will, and we must be pre- . 
pared.to take the consequences of putting into power irresponsible 
and ignorant Ministers, [won't be sorry if re-elections are held, 

_ Shri E. P. Varghese : [| also won't be sorry. 

Mr. Speaker : Is it the position that even if this Bill is sent 
to the Select Committee, the elections held under the Ordinance 
will become void? 

Shri A. Thanwu Pillai :° That is my view. 

Mr. Speaker : Has the Ordinance already passed by the Raj 
Pramukh no force ? ' 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai : That is why I said 1 would like to 
hear the Advocate-General, and he is not here. 


Mr. Speaker : The Advocate-General is now at Delhi in 
connection with certain cases. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: That is my view. Not only that, 
Sir. The principle is that the Ordinance making can be resorted to 
only in an emergency. It is not to be resorted to rectify mistakes of 
- this kind committed by ministers. Any way, when an Ordinance is 
passed in an emergency, if it should have validity it must have the 
sanction of the Legislature. : 


We find an omnibus provision in Section 6 of the Ordinance ; 


“All things’ done, all steps taken and all notifications issued 
under the Trivandrum City Municipal Act, IV of 1116, with 
respect to the division of the city into territorial divisions, the 
fixing of the boundaries of such divisions and the reservation of 
seats therein for Scheduled Castes shall be deemed to have been 
done, taken or issued under the said Act, as modified by this 
Ordinance, .as if this Ordinance were in force at the time such 
things were done, steps were taken or notifications were issued,”? 
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So, that furnishes an answer to Mr.Varghese’s question. All 
mistakes committed, all errors made, all that has been validated 
by this Ordinance, Sir, that is the provision. And the wonder of 
it is, if there was one thing that the Minister should have’ explained 
to this House, it was the part of this Bill which refers to these matters, 

But he had absolutely nothing to say. , 

Now, Sir, some Ministers who are of course gifted with great 
literary powers, with great ideas, may exhibit those powers and 
ideas here and fall foul upon others ; "but all that will not help, Sir. 
J want an answer to the points raised. I do not want anything more 
and anything less will not satisfy this House. 


_ Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Answer to which point ~ 
raised—speech-making or the mistake ? 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai-: Now, Sir, let me proceed. Sir, 
normally, one should have opposed this Bill and any responsible body 
of legislators can very well be expected to oppose this Bill. But I 
move the amendment ‘that the Bill may. go to a Select Committee, 
because there are certain other provisions which have to be considered. 
Even this matter may be considered. What is the effect of an 
Ordinance of this kind, what is the effect of an Ordinance that seeks to 
validate mistakes and omissions, how far can the Legislature justify 
that kind of procedure, all these can be gone into bya Select 
Committee. 


Then again,Sir, this Bill will be in force—that is a very curious 
provision—‘‘it shall come into force at once.’’ It shall cease to be 
' in force at noon on the first day of January 1956 except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before noon on that date ; and 
Section 7 of the Travancore-Cochin Interpretation and General 
Clauses Act, 1125 (VII.of 1125) shall apply as if this Act has then 
been repealed by an Act of the Travancore-Cochin State Legislature.’’ 
So the Act which is to result from this Bill is to be-in force till the rst 
day of January 1956. Now, Sir, till the rst day of January 1956, if any 
change is to be made in respect of the wards and the boundaries of the 
Trivandrum Corporation, then also the procedure that they have now 
adopted will be available. But after the 1st day of January 1956 this 
law will become inoperative and then if a division should be changed 
in the Trivandrum City, the old provision will come into force 
again. ‘That is a very curious kind of legislation. So, this. amending . 
Act will be in force till the rst day of January 1956. Then the old _ 
provisions will again come-into force, unless of course. the then 
Ministers resort to the same kind of tactics, We have to consider,

Sir, whether this provision should be continued till 1956 and if it is 
to be continued, whether we should make it inoperative after 1956, 
all those matters have to be considered. All that can be done only 
in a Select Committec. 


Then there are also other provisions in the Bill about the dates. 
There is a clause providing for the appointment of a special officer in 
the case of a new Municipality. Now, it is broadly stated that that 
officer will have all the powers of the Municipal Council and the 
Chairman and the executive authority till all those bodies come into 
being. It is certainly a matter for consideration what the powers of 
this special officer should be and what his duties are. Now, the special 
officer comes in in the case of a new Municipal Council, before the 
Municipal Council is constituted and the Chairman and the executive 
authority are appointed. What should be the powers of this special 
officer, whether he should exercise all the powers of the Municipal 
Council and the Chairman and the executive authority, or whether 
his powers should be restricted so that he may exercise only such 
powers as are necessary to bring into being a Municipal Council. 
That again, is a matter for consideration by the Select committee. 


Then again, there is the provision that the repeal by this Act 
of the said Ordinance shall not affect the previous operation thereof 
and any order made, action taken, and so on. Now, whether that 
would be a salutary provision particularly in view of these facts, 
all that, Sir, can be dealt with by the Select Committee and the 
committee should be given full power ta go into all aspects of the 
matter. 


With these words, Sir, I move my amendment to the motion. of 


. the hon. Minister and request taht the Bill be referred to a 
Select Committee. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : I support the amendment moved by 
the hon. Member for Trivandrum. Of course ordinarily when Ordi- 
nances are passed they are placed before the House for being approved 
by the Assembly, It is taken as formal and generally it is not intended 
that it should go to a select committee. But in the light. of the facts 

. ‘brought out by the hon. Member who moved the amendment, I think 
it is but proper and fair on the part of Government to see that this 
matter is placed before.a select committee and important questions 
involved therein examined. Of course, there has been some sort 
of hurry in enacting these Ordinances, especially when there were 
certain provisions in the Municipalities Act about the procedure 
in connection with the alteration of the boundaries of wards. Before 
the Ordinance was passed, the alternations were effected, And then 
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an amendment is brought to validate those acts. I think that was an 
oversight most probably, or there was some great hurry. It involves 
very serious questions of procedure and also of Jaw. As long as there 
was a law which was not repealed or amended by any enactment, - 
Government were bound to follow it and proceed with the division 
of the wards according to that. There was no power in the Govern- 
ment to alter the boundaries of the wards without resorting to. the 
procedure laid down. After everything has been done, ignoring the 
law an Ordinance was promulgated, and this House is now asked to 
validate or approve it. The procedure is not very commendable. 
I do not use the very strong language used by the hon. Member for 
Trivandrum. But this House should consider all the provisions, 
especially some of the provisions which the hon. Member pointed out. 
They have far-reaching effects. The whole municipal elections may be 
‘set aside. Now, what would be the effect of such a procedure, is a 
matter for the courts ox for the High Court to decide. Anyhow, this 
matter is‘not a formal one. It involves very great interests and 
questions of law. I do not think Government will stand in the way 
’ of committing it to a Select Committee. The Select Committee 
can discuss all these matters, go into the whole question, and then it 
will be for the House to consider whether it should approve the 
steps taken by the Government and pass or repeal or amend the 
Ordinance. Anyhow, the procedure taken by the Government is 
not wholly satisfactory. Government should have taken a little more 
care in such matters, especially because it is connected with election. 
There might be legitimate grievances for the contesting parties and 
the candidates themselves. So, in fairness there should be no objec- 
tion in committing it to a Select Committee. Therefore I support 
the amendment. : 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I would like to add one or 
two words. The hon. Minister was harping on the question. 


Mr. Speaker : So you are accepting the motion ? 


- Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Jam representing another aspect 
of the matter. . 
Mr. Speaker : That it necd not be referred to a Select 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: No. The Select Committee 
should consider the matter in the light of the discussion that takes: 
place here. The hon, Minister has said that there was a conflict of 
interests. That conflict he said, was whether the public interest of 
having an eléction on adult franchise should be conducted immediately 
or whether the technicalities of law should be overlooked for that 
purpose. [say that was not the conflict. The conflict was whether 
the executive authority should have the power to conduct the election 
under the conditions made by the executive authority or whether the 
elections should be conducted according to the wishes of the people. . 
The question was whether the people should have a say in carving 


_ out the wards in a particular area and the right to point out the 


difficulties, inequalities and injustice in the delimitation of wards. 
That was. the question at issue. Under the existing law an. opporr 
tunity is given to the public to represent their grievance in, these. 
matters. Their opinions ought to have been considered by the execu- : 
tive. . The question of conflict was: whether the executive should 
have the right to go to the extent of modifying the existing law on the 
subject to deny this right. Inthe preamble of the Ordinance you 
will find mention-being made about the extension of time and certain 
other inatters. In the Objects and Reasons of the present Bill you 
de not find them. It is stated: ‘The: further extension of the 
term resulted in the adoption of temporary provisions for the follow- 
ing purposes: (1) limiting the term of the new councils to less 
than three years so that the next Councils would come into office on

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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai (Conid.) : The Corporation Act 
(Amendment) Bill came up for consideration in this House in July 
last and the identical Section viz., Section 46 came up for 
2PM. amendment. I'think, I am entitled to presume that 
when the Government with an expert Law Branch 
working with them, table amendments to a Bill, they generally 
look into all the relevant sections of the Act and frame 
amendments. If that ordinary caution or care was taken and even 
. after that, they came to the conclusion that there was only the neces- 
sity of amending Section 46 and they have tabled that amendment 
for the acceptance of the House. But Section 364 is a mandatory. 
‘provision. ‘““‘A notification under Section 46 shall be published.”’ 
That is what is enjoined under Clause 2 of Section 365. Clause 2 
(b) makes it more clear by saying that the publication shall be for six 
weeks for the general public to comment on it. And, at the time 
when the Amendment Bill came up before this House, this House was 
under the impression that jhe provision contained in Section 365 was 
necessary for the purpose and that was accepted. But during the 
course of fixing the boundaries of wards, the executive, having absolute 
authority and responsibility for conducting the processes of demarca- 
tions was influenced by certain factors and they divided the Corpora- 
tion into separate wards according to their own wishes. If they had 
no motives behind, they could have taken the right way of publishing 
and receiving criticisms and comments before things were finalised. 
Not accepting that straight course, they circumvented the statutory 
provision by invoking the right of Ordinance. Now, we are con- 
sidering the Bill to validate the Ordinance. What does this Bill 
contain? In this Bill they accept the amendment proposed for 
Section 365, but with reservation. They say that these amendments 
or provisions contained in the Bill shall be in force up to the rst 
January 1956. For demarcating the boundaries of wards in the City 
of Trivandrum the public of Trivandrum are denied the right of criti- 
cism for the next three. years. 
‘Mr. Speaker : That is, till a new clection comes. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Till that date . Not only for 
this election which they have conducted according to their whims, and 
fancies, if Imay say so, but also for the next election too. The elections 
to the next Corporation will be over before ist June i956, since the 
new Corporation should function from that date. They have reserved 
the right to do that by having recourse to the Ordinance. My position 
is that if previous notice or publication is found to be unnecessary 
why not rake the amendment substantial in Section 36s. Moreover, 
Sir, in a democratic country Government is expected to carry on the 
administration according to the wishes. of the people and with the 


s. 
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previous consent of the people. 1 don’t want to accept the position 
that it was an unforeseen act on their part. No, it was not, What 
I say is, that they went through the Corporation Act and they thought 
only of the necéssity of amending Sec. 46 alone for the conduct of the 
election. And, during the course of marking the boundaries of wards, 
many interests prevailed on them and thcy found it necessary to deny 
_ the right to.the public to review or criticize. Therefore, they cir- 
cumvented the old provision and sought this amendment to Section 
365. Imaintain that, Sir, amendment to Section 365 was unnecessary. 
I maintain, Sir, in spite of my earnest endeavour to reconcile myself 
with the necessity for such an amendment, I am forced to conclude 
that the present action of the Government in invoking the Ordinance 
to amend Section 365 and thereby denying the right of the citizens of 
Trivandrum to criticize the demarcation. of:the wards of the Corpora- 
tion was unwarranted and unjustified. I may even go to the extent 
of saying that it was not in the interest of the public that they adopted 
that course. What is the ultimate effect if this House decides to- 
reject that particular clause in this Bill ? Now, the elections have 
been conducted according to the provisions of the Ordinance. Sup- 
posing this clause is omitted now, what will be the effect? As a 
student of the Constitution, I think, Sir, that the Ordinance will have 
the effect of an Act of Parliament. It will have no effect after fifteen 
days after this Legislature meets. It will be valid only for a period. 
And, the proposed Act will be valid only for a particular period of three 
‘years. Suppose in this Bill this Clause 2 (b) is omitted, all the pro- 
visions under the Ordinance will be valid. For the purpose of noti- 
. fication under Sec. 46, we will have Section 365. No other legal 
effect can follow if we drop this Section. Elections have been 
held under a valid law. It will be valid. If according to the provi- 
sion’ in the Constitution the Ordinance is repealed by a resolution, 
it will lose its effect from the date of repeal. In the same way if we 
drop this clause, it will lose ‘its effect from the date on which we drop - 
it, but all actions taken previously will stand. So, in real effect, for 
the purpose of demarcation of the boundaries of the wards hereafter 
Government will be compelled to have recourse to Section 365. So 
far we had a provision, a very valid provision, a provision which 
_ Was very necessary because it gave the right to the citizens to 
represent their views. It gave an opportunity to the people to 
‘represent their grievances to the Government. Government have 
' been very unreasonable to take this unwarranted step to deny it. 


Coming to another matter, Sir, there seems to be a fundamentat 
difference between what is stated in the Preamble and in-the Statemen 
of Objects and Reasons of the Bill. .Jt-is said in the Statement o 
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[Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 
Objects and Reasons that ‘‘....The further extension of the term 
“resulted in the adoption of temporary provisions for the following 
purposes :— ° 

(1) Limiting the term of the new Councils to less‘than three 
years so that the next Councils would come into office on the rst 
January 1956’. Later, it is stated “It was also necessary to make 
provisions for the appointment of a Special Officer to exercise the 
powers and discharge the functions of Chairman and Council of certain 
newly constituted municipalities after general elections. Accord-. 
ingly, His Highness the Rajpramukh promulgated the Municipal 
(Temporary Provisions) Ordinance, 1952 to give effect to the objects 
referred to above.’’ But really, the object was not that. The object 
was something more. The object was not only to extend the term 
of the Council but also to! give the power to Government to re-draw 
the boundaries of Wards without notification. That is clear, The 
objects and reasons of the Bill did not say that. I asked the hon. 
mover what is the purpose of Clause 2 (b) specifically. 

The proposed change in Section 365 ought to have been explained. 
It is an important matter. Information was sought for. But it was 
not forth-coming, The people who drafted this Bill must have known 
it as very. important, They are expected to explain important 
matters. I think we on this side are legitimately entitled to com- 
_ ment on that kind of omission. . 

Sir, leaving it at that, I would request the House to send the Bill 
toa Select Committée where the whole Bill can be examined clause 
by clause. My opinion is that the Committee will then feel that there 
is no necessity to retain the amendment to Section 365 of the present 
Bill. ‘ 

It can be dropped from the Bill. It will not bring any undesir- 
able legal consequences. It will only restrict the ratification. On 
the other hand, it will give people the right to represent their griev- 
ances: and criticize the actions which the Government may make. 

‘With these words, I request that the Bill be sent to a Select Committee. 

Mr. Speaker: { think the motion is accepted. .

its report before the and of March 1953.

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader (Ahvaye): I support the amend-+ 
ment moved by my friend. The very term “‘modern’’ would indicate 
that that system of medicine is advanced over the others. As my 
friend himself pointed’ out, the treatment obtaining in Ayurveda for . 
rheumatism and such ailments have no parallel in the western system 
of medicines, which would show that, to that extent, and so far as 
that branch is concerned, Ayurveda is not ancient, but modern. 
The reverse is also true. 

- Another thing which I would say here is —although it may be an 
argument out of sentiment—that we always call a treatment modern 
which is most effectual ; which means that we are tacitly conceding 
that our own ancient system.isnot even worthy to be called effective, 
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Therefore, in that sense, in the sense that our treatment has-not come 
up. to that modern standard, we would be conceding that we have not 
come up.to that stage of treatment which should ordinarily be called 
modern, in the sense of the most effective. Further, in view of what 
my friend has stated from the prallel law obtaining in India, which ° 
I suppose, is a Central Act, I would support this amendment that 
‘modern’ be deleted and the word ‘allopathic’ be substituted.

Mr. Speaker : Certainly it is not right. If thore is a keen 
member on the other side of the House wishing to put it to the vote 
of the House, he should have said so immediately. 

Shri M.M. Abdul Khader :- It would be better if the 
hon. Members informed us before hand that they would withdraw, 
so that those of us who speak in support of the amendment would be - 
yelieved of the bother. 

‘Mr. Speaker : I fully sympathise with the hon. Member, 
But we cannot compel an hon, Member to do so, 
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Shri P. Ramaswami Pillai : Sir, I move : 
In clause 3 (1) add the following ‘‘(d) the Council of Siddha 

system of medicine’, after “‘(c) the Council of Indigenous Medicine.”’ 


- Sir, there are 3 Councils mentioned in the bill. They are for 
(1) Modern medicine, (2) Homeopathic and (3) Indigenous system, 
Under Indigenous system three systems are clubbed together. They are 
(i) Ayurvedic, (ii) Siddha and (iii) Unani. For all these three systems, 
there is only one Council provided in the Bill. When separate 
Councils are given to modern systems of medicines and the Homeo- 
pathic system | do not understand why a separate council is not given 
to other systems of medicines, which are, at any rate, not less im- 
portant than the other two. The Ayurvedic system is a very old 
system, and that has been testified to by the Minister.. The Siddha 
system is also an equally important one. The Siddha system is 
closely associated with Tamil culture and Tamil language, That is” 
one of the reasons why no prominence is given to that system in this 
Bill. This system is prevalent mostly in the Tamil Taluks of the State 
and the Tamil areas outside. In the Madras State, it is highly popular. 
‘But here it is given a position even second to that of Ayurveda. In 
the Council, the number of members.representing that system would 
be two out of the total number of eleven. 


‘Under Clatise 23 (i) (ii) every person who, within thé period 
of one year or such other longer period as may be fixed by the Gov- 
ernment from the date on which this Act comes into force, proves to 
the satisfaction of the-appropriate council that he has been in regular 
practice as a practitioner for a period of not less than five years pre- 
ceding the first day of April 1953, shall be eligible for registration 
under the Act. The words ‘‘to the satisfaction of the appropriate 
council’? ‘is very significant in this respect. If any member of the 
Sidha system wants to register himself as a member under Section 23 
(i) (ii), he will have to be at the mercy of the Council of Indigenous 
medicines. - 


And in a country where one section clashes with the other and 
one section of the people is out for giving prominence to their system 
of medicine alone, I would bring to the notice of this 
“3PM, House that the ‘significance of the Siddha system, of 
medicine, viz., Tamil system of medicine,- will be lost 

sight of in the proposed clubbing. So, it is all the more necessary 
that the Siddha system of medicine should be given a separate 
council. Of course, it is not#for me to ‘say. whether modern 
system of medicine is superior to the Ayurvedic system, or the Siddha 
system is superior to the other or inferior. to the other. We.do not’ 
classify these systems as one superior to the other, But my request 
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would be to leave the Siddha system alone. At least 4 or ¢ members 
may be elected to constitute the council just as in the case of the 
Homeopathic system of medicine, I think the people interested in the 
Homeopathic system have put pressure upon the Government and 
were able to influence the Minister so as to make him consent to the 
formation of a separate council for the Homeopathic system of medi- 
cine. But so far as the Siddha system of medicine is concerned, 
those people are not influential enough or they are not in a position 
to press their casc before the Government successfully. Therefore, their 
prayer is not greatly heeded to. When this Bill was first introduced 
in this House, I made a request and I have also brought to the notice of 
this House as well as the members of the Sclect Committee to arrange 
for a separate council for the Siddha system. That proposition has 
not been taken note of, nor has it been discussed in the report. Ie 
is a very important proposition and, especially, when it pertains to a 
minority class of people in this State, I just request this House to 
consider this proposition in all its aspects ; and I would very strongly 
urge that without any division this amendment may be accepted. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : I would like to support the 
amendment tabled by my friend Mr. Ramaswami Pillai. But-before 
giving my reasons for supporting that amendment, I have to say a word 
or two on the observations of the mover. [I was rather mystified 
when the mover of the amendment was making the remark that the 
promoters of this Bill are unsympathetic towards the Tamils and Tamil 
language and that other interests prevailed, and that there are sec- 
tional differences and so on and so forth. I sincerely say, Sir, I was 
under the impression, whatever the news may be in newspapers, 
that there was a kind of merging of the Tamilnad Congress Party of 
the Tamil area in Travancore with the Congress party. They started 
with the slogan that the Tamil area should be separated from Travan- 
core, but it evolved itself as a constitutional party. I welcomed it 
and I was really glad of it. But when I found that the Tamilnad 
Congress merged itself with Congress and took up the responsibility 

_of running the administavtion, I was fecling that after all in our 
country sectional differences are being sub-merged and they are stand- 
ing on a common platform for the common good of our country. I 
for one know, Sir, that minority interests are there, and minority 
interests will have to be protected in a democracy. That is one 

“things But secession. of the country, partition of the country, 
claiming of separate territory, or setting up ofa separate Raj—that is 
a kind of thing which no sane man would countenance. The Tamilnad 
Congress began with these slogans. Whatever it may be, I thought 

that good sensé has prevailed now and the party,as a,whole believed 
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that constitutional lines are better and it is the duty of that Party to 
merge with the Congress Party to take the responsibility of running 
the administration. As a member of the Party in power, if that 
member when moving his amendment is to say that Tamil culture is 
not being recognised, Tamil language is being discriminated against, 
Tamil interests are not being properly respected,—I never expect 
that at least from an hon. Member like Mr. Ramaswami Pillai— if it 
is real and if the opinions expressed are true, he has no place there. 
He will be betraying the interests of the people whose suffrage he has 
got. If this Government is discriminating against this minority and 
its interests, [ wonder how they as a Party can continue in that ad- 
ministration. I am prompted to make these remarks because very 
often the cause of Siddha system of medicine has been unnecessarily 
tacked on to this problem. 

Then, coming to the merits of the Siddha system of medicine, 
the only difference which I know that exists in the Siddha system is 
that most of the books are written in Tamil. On the other hand, the 
‘ books of the Ayurvedic system are written in Sanskrit or Malayalam. 
Certainly, the original of the subjects or the people who contributed 
to the knowledge of medicine in India might have written in a language. 
of that area. But people getting themselves. trained in a particular 
system of medicine are making it available for every region or area. 
For example ‘‘ &asamog]”’ is a medicinal herb in this area. But 
if you ask an Ayurvedic physician from Bengal, he would prescribe 
some other medicine in its place. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: May I know whether 
the Siddha system and Ayurvedic system are the same ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There are differences. 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: May J know how many 
physicians there are in Travancore who follow this system of medicine? 

‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai :. I wonder at these questions.. 
I wonder my hon. friend on the Congress side putting a question 
like that. It is a right based upon language. 
. Shri A. A. D. Luiz (Anglo-Indian—-Nominated) : Some 
time back, my hon. friend challenged the right of the Anglo-Indians, 

Now, he takes his stand upon minority. . 

Shri. A..Thanu Pillai: May I know whether there is a 
“separate system of medicine for Anglo-Indians ? (Laughter.) 

Shri A. A. D. Luiz: They follow the best. 


Shri P. $. Nataraja Pillai : Inthe case-of the Siddha system 
of medicine all the’books are in the Tamil language.. The. very fact 
that an individual is practising the Siddha system ol. medicine shows. 
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that he is a Tamil-knowing man. Tamilians with Tamil as their 
‘ mother-tongue are unable to practise in any other system of medicine, 
There is an extensive literature on that system of medicine. Wh 
not give recognition to that system ? And as‘a matter of fact, the 
Select Committee of this House is going to allow separate councils for 
separate systems of medicine. So, it is time to think of the claim of 
the Siddha system of Medicine as well, 
Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Js the system recognised by the 
Madras Medical Council ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: To the best of my knowledge, it 
is recognised by Madras and Madras pays grant-in-aid for Siddha 
dispensaries. That only I personally know. . Then, there are certain 

* institutions where students ave being trained in the Siddha system of 
medicine.

Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: Coming as it does from the other 
side of the Home, it is all the more strong. Therefore, I think 
it will be an injustice to the minority if this system of medicine 
is not given a separate council. I feel that, that right of the 
minority should be recognised. . 

As I said at first it is a real hardship to a section of the people. 
There are‘a lot of people who do not know either sanskrit or Malayalam 
who have taken up this system of profession. With their limited 

knowledge in languages they -equipped themselves to practise this 
. system with efficiency... When people who have no knowledge in this 
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branch of medicine are put to supervise them, naturally they fear that 
they will be eliminated. The question is whether we should create 
such a hardship in this country. Therefore, in all humility I appeal to 
all sections of the House to support the motion. 


ShriN. P. Varghese : Is the hon. Member using this system for 
‘his own personal treatment ? . * 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I have had occasions to treat my 
children on Siddha system after being treated on Ayurveda system and 
I have found that they have improved. 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar: Sir, I wish to speak a few words 
with regard to the observations made by the hon. Member Shri P. S. 
Nataraja Pillai. so 

Mr. Speaker : During the Budget discussion, we will get suf- 
ficient time to make observations on several subjects. Now, we are 
dealing with medicine. So hon, Members may make observations 
relevant to the subject under discussion. 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar: In supporting the amendment 
tabled by Shri Ramaswami Pillai [never expected such a statement 
‘from such a responsible member 4s Shri Nataraja Pillai. Not that I. 
retort or say anything against Shri Nataraja Pillai. I fail to see the 
relevancy of the allegations made by Shri Nataraja Pillai. 


Mr. Speaker: If two hon. Members were indulging in irrele- 
vancy, will the interference ofa third member minimise that irrele- 
_ vancy ? : ; . 

Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar : I do not think so. 


As put forward by the mover-of the motion, this isa matter which 
‘touches not only the minority interest. This matter was mooted in 
the Select Committee and one member said: ‘‘ Look here, people 
practising in Siddha system are only a handful and as such. they need 
not be given any representation. ’? That was the. kind of argumext 
that was advanced in the Select Committee. I may tell this House that 
it is rather pairiful that the Siddha system is not given its due 
prominence or importance so far as the Medical Practitioners Bill is 
concerned. Especially, in South Travancore and in the adjoining 
districts, there are a lot of people practising in this system. - They 
- form a class’ by themselves, I may say that they are very proficient 
in the Siddha system.. For ‘‘ marma ’’treatment this system is very 
proficient and there are a large number of hereditary. families. who’ 
follow this system of treatment spread throughout the length and 
-breadth of South Travancore. I may tell. this House that thereare 
very ancient families who can give-expert treatment in this. system.. 
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Mr. Speaker : Is it the idea of the Member that the Siddha 
‘system and the marmani system are one and the same ? 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar: They can treat in the marma 
system also, It is only a branch of the Siddha system. 


My submission is that sufficient representation should be given to 
this system of medicine . Not that we want to secede from this State 
to Pakistan, If at all Tamilians will secede, they will join the 
Tamilians in the Indian Union. They will not join the Pakistan as 
apprehended by Shri P. $. Nataraja Pillai. I may say that the system 
should be given its due. representation and a separate council should. 
also be constituted so that the interests of the Siddha practitioners 
may be safeguarded. . 

Mr. Speaker : Being a Member of the Sclect Committee, has 
he mooted the question there ? 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar : Yes. 


Mr. Speaker : But I do not find anything in the report. May 
. I ask the member what exactly is the prepared medicine according to 
Siddha system ; is it liquid or powder ? 

Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar : It is not liquid or powder. It is 
a system of medicine practised by a class of people who are well-versed 
in it.. [am not an expert to answer the question, { may request the 
members of the House to consider this aspect of the matter and the 
physicians practising in this system must be given separate represent- 
-ation and their interests should be safeguarded. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : I oppose the amendment. It is 
not my intention to decry the Siddha system. Most of us, just like you, 
Honourable Sir, do not appear very much to have heard of it. 


Mr. Speaker : I have heard of it. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : You were asking whether it is 
liquid or powder, 

The whole tenor of the Act, as I see it, is to envisage a composite 
Medical Council. There is representation for all the various indige- 
nous systems of medicine in that composite council contemplated by 
the Act. Of course, there may be a few Siddha physicians who are 
catering to the needs of some section’of the people. They find repre- . 
sentation because the Act provides for two members belonging to the 
system. Isuppose that is quite ample to accord the protection 
necessat'y for that system and for making suggestions for its further 
development. Ido not think that in this Council which is intended to 
further the interests of medical practitioners in general, members be- 
longing to the various systems of medicine are going to quarrel like 
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dogs and cats decrying one system and favouring another to the detri- 
ment of the other. Such an eventuality.certainly cannot be envisaged. 
In fact, it would be a reflection on the members represented in the 
council who belong to the various systems of medicine to think that 
out of professional jealousy they will decry other systems especially 
_ because barring the Tamil districts there is no Siddhasystem of medicine 
elsewhere in the State. In proportion to the needs of the people and 
the systems of medicine, they have got representation. 1 may tell the 
Member that the Unani system which is certainly more widely pre- 
valent than the Siddha system is represented by a solitary member in the 
Council. Therefore, there is nothing wanting calling for the setting 
up a separate Siddha Council to protect that system. My friend was 
telling that they were not going to Pakistan or some distant country. 
But all the same, so far as I understand, even though they might now 
fight shy, it was certainly their cherished political ambition, if not of 
the members, but surely of the tamil speaking people to merge with, 
their brothren belonging to the Madras State. In such an eventuality

Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan : Sir, while opposing this 
“amendment I ani not belittling the importance of the Siddha system 
of medicines. I regret that questions of minority and majority and 
sectional interests have been brought in in the course of the discussion. 
Out of eleven Members who form the Council of Indigenous Medicines, 
there are two to represent the Siddhavaidya system. When questions 
affecting the Siddhavaidya system of treatment comes up these two 
men will be there to safeguard the interest of the system, and naturally, 
others are not likely to interfere. They will have practically the 
active voice in deciding questions affecting their particular interests, 
Moreover, these representatives can have a voice in the matter of 
regulating the registration of medical practitioners in other branches 
also. After all, in the matter of treatment every one is free to adopt

whatever system he feels to be more efficacious. There is no ques- 
tion of sections or minority in the matter of treatment of diseases. 
I hope that the mover will withdraw his amendment. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, I oppose the motion for amendment. 
It is not because I am lacking in sympathy; or respect for the Siddha 
system of treatment or for those who adopt that practice. As a 
member of the Select Committee, Ican inform the House that this 
question of having a separate Council was discussed in the Com- 
mittee. If lremember right, then the Secretary to the’ Council 
pointed out a very very discouraging fact; that there were not enough 
number of physicians, not even half-a-dozen to be registered under 
the Medical Practitioners Act. - . 

So much so, that question arises for consideration. There are 
several registered medical practitioners, who follow the allopathic 
system. In Ayurveda also, there are sufficient number of qualified 
registered practitioners, But in the Siddha system there are only a 
few practitioners who hold certificates. . 
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It may be noted from the schedule attached that there was a 
school at Munchira which trained people under the Siddha: system. 
It existed till 1947.

If not is it prudent on our part to allow a separate 
Council for them. 
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During the discussion in the Sclect Committee I found that the 
Siddha system is not so very prevalent in the State. Therefore, it 
was said that there need not be a separate Council. I have no objec- 
tion to aimend this Section. The only difficulty will be in finding 
really qualified representatives. We noust not decide such matters 
on sentimental grounds. I would request the House not to mix up this 
issue with others. Siddha system is followed in the South, in the 
Tamil Nad.. The rights of the Tamil Nad are not going to be discarded, 
because the Siddha system is not being given a separate Council. No

will then be inconsistent with each other.

Shri E. P. Varghese: Under Schedule B the qualifications 
are prescribed. Section 47 gives Government power to recognise 
any institution or certificate. The Council is the appropriate body to 

_xecommend as to the qualifications which shall be recognised, Power 
is given to Government to recognise any institution as competent to 

. grant certificates and it shall be recognised on the recommendation of 
the Council, As at present there may not be many Homeopathy 
Practitioners who may not be able to register. Other states have 
recognised certain medical institutions and the certificates of those 
institutions have been recognised by our State also, For example, the 
West Bengal. 


Shri K. M. Chandy: . But those institutions which have been 
recognised by the Madhya Pradesh or. Bengal are in no way better 
than our institutions, It is better that we insist upon qualification 


for being registered as a medical practitioner, That would be 
better. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: Registered Practitioner in the case of 
homeopathy alone the hon. Member wants an exception for. For the 
- others we have insisted on registered practitioner as well as holder 
of.a recognised .qualificatiop that in Hoffieopathy it may not be 
easy to find persons holding recognised qualifications. I do not 
think, is a well founded fear, because there are a number of persons 
practising in our state, M.D. (Homeo).M. B. (Homeo) etc. Somé 
of the schools here have also been recognised by other States now.

So far as we 
have no particular school or homeopathic college to fix the stan- 
dard or qualification, we have to fall back upon others. Does the 

‘hon. Member mean to contend that may the Registration ot 
_ Homeopathists or the formation of their Council be kept in abeyance. . 
So we have to make use of the existing things. The Committee 
thought that they should not fix the name of the institutions, though ~ 
there are various institutions in our State giving training, degrees and 
diplomas in homeopathy, as they are laymen and hence it will not be 
proper to lay down that such and such institutions should be reco- 

- gnised in the case ofa professional matter. On the other hand, it has

- Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, there are two categories of 
practitioners, one registered practitioners being in the profession for 
a number of years, and the other is people with recognised qualifica- 
tions, So there are two categories. The third category may be 
people with recognised qualifications but who may not have got them- 
selves registered. We have no definite information on that. As it 
stands today, somehow or other, the Select Committee came to the 
‘conclusion that in the interests of Homeopathy and in the interests of 
the people, it is necessary to have a Homeopathic council. If that 
decision is accepted, then we must see that we make such provisions 
in the Bill as will lead to the establishment of the Homeopathic 
council. What is the fact? After the passing of this Bill and when it 
becomes an Act, Government will be confronted with the duty of 
nominating 4 men to that Council. To the best of our knowledge, - 
we have got only 3 men qualified in Travancore. That is what I 
understand from the information given by the hon. Member.

A man who has learned 
as my friend was saying that he was: studying the formula of bridge,, 
etc., does that, make him an Engineer? _

the medical practitioners. oo 

Mr. Speaker; The question is even if a particular doctor 
is not a registered practitioner, what prevents a qualified doctor to be” 
represented on the Council. ; ’ 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There is no qualified doctor. 
The only information available to this House is that according to 
the statement of my friend Mr. E, P, Varghese there are only 3 
qualified men in homeopathy in Travancore. 


-Mr. Speaker: Only registered. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is unknown. That is as good 
as saying that 90 lakhs of people are qualified. When we are thinking 
of a fact like that, it is not proper for us to act on presumptions or 
suppositions, What are the facts? If there are qualified men who are 
interested in the profession, they would have registered themselves, 
A’man who has got knowledge of Homeopathy may be a great opponen t 
of homeopathy. ue , 

Shri E, P. Varghese: May I point out to the hon. Member 
that this nomination of 4 shall be both from Travancore and Cochin? 
In Travancore area there are about 3. The Cochin area may at least 
contain one qualified hand. Can we not presume like that? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Why should we presume in a 
matter in which information can be so easily available? After all, even 
the major amendment of my friend on this side to omit that clause is 
reasonable according to me Because we have already registered practi-- 
tioners here ‘for Allopathy and homeopathy, there’ is absolutely no- 
difficulty in having Medical Councils elected, excepting for. the fact 
that Cochin has no Medical practitioners Act. 


Shri A. A. D, Luiz; There are many people who have passed 
the examination in homeopathy. But they have not got themselves 
registered, ‘ a 

Mr. Speaker: Does the hon. member say that there are 
qualified people in Cochin area. ; 

' Shri A. A. D. Luiz: Yes. There are people who have qualified 
themselves, but they have not registered themselves. . 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Is it not possible to prepare a list of 
qualifications that men who are within the contemplation-of the Mem- 
bers of this House as fit to be on the Council, should possess? After all, 
does a qualification mean an examination qualification alone? If you go 
into the, schedule you will find distinguished physicians like Olassa 
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{Shri A. Thanu Pillai] . ’ 


Moose, etc. It willbe time for usto deal withthe schedule to 
consider}: whether any suitable changes can be made to it or not, 
Does not the Member think that if some kind of "qualification cannot 
be insisted on we should rather do without a board? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is exactly my difficulty, 
Tn fact, what prompted me to support this amendment is because of 
the question put by my friend Mr. Chandy specifically whether the 
qualifications cannot be included in the schedule. What are the qualifi. 
cations that are being contemplated by this‘Government? If that is’ 
given, we will be ina position to know, when we have to deal with 
the schedule, whether it should be amended or not. Therefore | say 
omit it. Even the First council could be constituted by election, but for 
the fact that there is no medical practitioners Act if Cochin. Therefore 
for the first council members can be nominated, and when, they are 
constituting the council by nomination, this exception contemplated 
by Mr. Chandy, may be taken into account i. e. people who have not 
the required qualification but who are registered practitioners may be 
nominated to the first council so that it will be easier. There are 
established practitioners who have established themselves in the prac- 
_ tice of homeopathy and who have got the approbation of the general 
public and the Government as well. The amendment now contem- 
plates only an extetision of power to Government to nominate’ not 
only qualified, but also registered practitioners, There will be no 
danger in it. when we get sufficient number of men who have got 
recognised qualifications, for the next council they can elect from 
among themselves. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: They are only registered pract:- 
tioners who have established themselves in the profession, who have 
taught people and practically who are the pioneers of the homeopathic 
practice here. So, for the first council for which the Government is 
going to nominate why not they extend the ambit of the provisioy, 
so that registered practitioners as well can be included? That is al 
what is contemplated, and I request this House to consider seriously 
whether we cannot do anything in the matter, so as to enable. the 
. practitioners also to be nominated for the first council. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Docs the Member realise that if we 
_ remove this proviso Government may be free to nominate? They may 
nominate me to the Medical Council. (Laughter) oo 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. - There is that legal diffi-. 
culty, In so many things we are placing our trust on the Govern- 
ment, Why not we trust the Government in this matter also? 


With these words, I request that the amendment may be seriously: 
considered.

Appointment of Rules Committee. - 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, I oppose all the amendments, As 
regards amendments No. 21 and 22 are concemed it will not be possi- 
ble for an elected council to function till the registration is over. 
A period of one year is fixed for persons intending to- practise to apply 
to the Council. So there must be a council even during that one year. 

Even after the council is formed it will take some time to complete 
the registration ;.to go through all the applications and prepare a list 
of registered practitioners. So from the administrative point of view it 
is necessary to have tke first Council nominated. It will not be 
possible to have an elected council for that period. That is why the 
nominated, Council is allowed for two years. 


Regarding amendment No, 20, what I have to state is that it isa 
council of Homeopathic practitioners. That must consist of persons 
who are qualified because it is the first council that has to go into all, 
the applications for registration. If that council is not - composed 
of qualified persons I do not think it will work properly. persons 
who are not qualified are likely to get registered as medical 
practitioners. One difficulty pointed out by the hon. Member for 
Trivandrum. was that we have only three qualified persons practising ° 
in homeopathy. When I referred to report of the Medical Council ° 
of 1950-51 I found the number as three. But that was an over-sight. 
There must be persons who have got themselves _registe-cd 
both previous and subsequent to that period. I would like 
the Government Member to give us the correct number of qualified 
persons practising under the homeopathic system to-day. I do not 
think it will be difficult to find sufficient number of persons. Espe- 
_ Gially, in the Cochin area thére are a number of qualified persons. 

The Bengal Government have recognised a number of institutions for 
_the purpose of giving diplomas and issuing certificates. Under the 
schedule attached to this Act it is stated‘*....all qualifications 
recognised by any other State in India......7.-So, if the Bengal 
Government has recognised certain institutions, under this schedule, 
our Government too will be recognising them, There is no doubt 
about that. Any institution recognised by other Governments will be 
recognised by this Government also. I can, speak with authority-I do 
not want to mention names—that there are a number of qualified 
persons practising in Cochin. They possess recognised qualifications. 
So the difficulty pointed out by the Member for Trivandrum will not 
arise. I do not think there is any necessity to deviate from the general 
principle of having qualified persons in these Councils not persons who 
are registered merely on the strength of the number of years they 
have practised, The Council is supposed to be a body of more qualified, 
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persons than the ordinary practitioners. And it should be so. That 
is why it is stated that every Council should consist of persons who are 
not only registered but also qualified.. The only practical difficulty 
pointed out was the dearth of qualified persons practising under the 
homeopathic system. But that difficulty does not exist. As in the 
Cochin area, there are a number of qualified persons and as some of 

_ the members will have to be nominated from Cochin area there will be. 
no difficulty to find the required number for the Council. Being a 
Tyavancore-Cochin affair, it will not be proper for all the repre- 
sentation being given to one particular portion of the State. As the 
hon. member for Chittur pointed out, there is one man who is almost 
an authority on the subject practising in Cochin. I do not think any 
body will find fault if such a person is nominated to the council. There 
are other persons also qualified from recognised institutions. So, by 
virtue of the schedule. our Government will recognise those insti- 
tutions also. So, there is no “reason why we should make a 
discrimination with regard to homeopathy alone. So, I oppose all 
the amendments.

Shri E. P, Varghese :. I oppose the amendment: There 
are amendments to omit completely Section 7, and one for some modi- 
fication. In clause 7 or in any other clause in this Act or in any other 
Act there is no definition for moral turpitude. It is Jeft to the discre- 
tion of those who are to decide the question whether a conviction is 
for an offence involving moral turpitude or not. This difficulty has 
- been felt from the very early times. Such a phrase has been in several 
enactments, {t has caused great difficulties and even hardships. So 
“The Representation of the Peoples Act’? which is one of the latest 
Acts concerning election and membership has omitted this uncertain 
phrase. It may be taken as authority for future legislation. Our 
representatives in the Parliament thought it better to delete such a 
phrase which gives room for abuse and uncertainty. As ‘it. involved 
great difficulty to interpret | “moral turpitude’, ..our Parliament 
omitted that from the Peoples’ Representation Act. That has been - 
deliberately done. Clause 7 (b) of the People’s Representation Act 
says’ .: whether before or after the commencement of the Constitutions 
he has been convicted by a court in India of any offence and sentenced 
to transportation or to imprisonment for not-less. than two years, 
unless a period of five years or such less period as the Election Com, 
mission may allow in any particular case, has elapsed since his release ;” 
Section 7 (d) in this Bill is based on that provision-in the Central Act,

In the Madras Medical Council’s Act there is no disqualification 
at all, 

I think, the provision there is not with regard to ‘disqualification 
for election to the Medical Council. We gO by the latest rules on the 
matter; that.is by the People’s Repr esentation Act. 


Shri A. A. D.- Luiz: There is such a pr ovision in the 
Madras Act, 
- Shri E. P. Varghese : We saw that during our discussion; 
. but it is not with reference to elections. It was on the basis of the 
Central Act that this provision ‘has been made. Again, this amendment 
is a very difficult matter for interpretation. It is better to leave the 
provision as it is. If the principle of disqualific ation based on 
conviction is agreed, then such a provision is necessary and there is 
nothing wrong in it. Inthe Penal Code there are many provisions 
classifying offences and punishments. The hon. Member for 
Trichur has been complaining about the absence of a pr ovision for. 
Habeous Corpus in the Penal “Code. Sir, that provision is in the 
Criminal Procedure Code. The Criminal Procedure Code old 
and new contains the provision for Haheous Corpus petition. We 
can put in petition for Habeous Corpus now also under the Cons- 
titution. Anyhow, if we admit the principle of convictions of courts 
as_a disqualification for elections my submission is that this amend- 
ment does not deserve any suppor t. , 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : Sir, in suppor ting the amend- 
-ment before the House, I am certainly not surprised at the relentless 
support given by my friend Mr. Vargliese. As the House knows it- 
is very difficult for him to appreciate “the. difficulties which this clause’ 
might involve because he has not been accustomed to the risky 
course of politics of which this clause will involve difficulties. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : I question. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader :. For a medical man, this sort ” 
of disqualification would deprive him of } his right in not being elected 
to the Council. The clause as it is worded would in a way put an 
embargo on a wiedical man taking part in politics,especially politics 
of the present day. This was experienced during the British regime, 
or in the Dewan’s rule and more recently under the Congress Govern- 

“ment. My submission is, indulging in such politics with a higher 
objective would sometimes bring about grave risks on the medical 
man concerned and as a consequence get himself involved in punish- 
ments imposed by a governing 2 authority, The effect of this clause 
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will be to prevent a medical man from actively associating in politics 
of the type which he would desire to take part because of this un- 
necessary provision. : 


Mr, Speaker : How to define offences involving moral 
turpitude ? 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: That is a difficult matter. 
Much will be made out of nothing by the party in power. The ruling 
party is likely to indulge in political revenge with the help of such a 
provision. This is what we see in our daily experience now-a-days, 
The ruling party may haul up persons or political opponents and charge 

them for criminal offences under the Penal Code. Such things are 
frequently done. As a matter of fact, such punishments do not at all 
involve any moral turpitude on the part of the persons concerned. : 

Shri E. P. Varghese : If a person has committed an offence 
involving moral turpitude, should he not be punished ? 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: We have seen politicians 
being charged with penal offences now-a-days and I feel it is being 
used as a methodical way by the party in power to get rid of 
political opponents. In such an eventuality, a medical man who wants 
to take part in politics but which might not be liked by the governing 
party would haul up such a man and, as a result, that would deprive 
him of being elected to the Medical Council. I am not for such a 
state of affairs. I support the amendment. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I also support this amendmént.. As 
fégards petsons ‘convicted. of political offences, there is not doubt, 
considerable force in the argument advanced. I myself was the victim 
of a provision of this kind in thé election laws relating to this State.. 
I mean of the old Travancore Legislature. 1 was debarred from 
coritesting the elections. Of course, I felt that if anybody in Travan. 
core has a right to contest the election to the legislature at that time; 
Twas he. But, unfortunately, I had to stand out. My 
nomination, paper was rejected on the ground that I had been convicted 
of an offence, for ‘political activities. That goes a long way for argu- 
ment, The provision here reads ; . ; 


a. person shall be disqualified for being elected’ or 
nominated as, and for being, a member of council, 
if he has been convicted by a Criminal Court in India of 
any offence... .unless a period of five years or such less 
period as the Government may allow in’ any particular 

cece. ase has elapsed since’ his release,”” Te 
. 2/125, F 
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We also know normally the Government would act in respect of 
this provision on party considerations, That is an ugly feature in our 
political line. Apart from all that, what is the harm? A man 
commits an‘offence and he is convicted. He undergoes punishment 
and comes out of the jail, Why should he be further penalised ? I do 
not quite follow. Unless there is substantial necessity, I do not see 
any reason for penalising a man further than to the extent to which he 
has already been punished by a court. He has undergone punishment 
. for the offence. Why should he be debarred from taking part in the 
activities of his country ? It is said, the barring will be for 5 years. 
What is the virtue of that period of 5 years? A man commits an 
offence, undergoes punishment, i. ¢. imprisonment, and goes out of 
jail and again this provision sceks to provide for a bar of 5 years, Such 
a person is debarred from becoming a member of the Medical Council. 
What about the period after 5 years ? Does it absolve him of the 
offence ? What is the sanctity attached to the period of 5 years? 
No doubt, there have been provisions in our legislature in the past. 
What really is the justification for that? Why should a man be 
debarred for another 5 years? After 5 years does he become purified? 
I do not see any justification for such a provision. Not only that, 
Particularly, in this case there is no need for a provision of this type, 
It is not a large electorate as the case of the legislature. This is an 
electorate composed of educated persons, not merely ordinary 
persons, but those educated in particular avocations, men who can be 
considered to have the faculty of discrimination, and if there is any 
undesirable candidate, we can utterly trust the electorate composed - 
of medica] jpractitioners, members of the faculty of medicine and 
members of the teaching staff of the medical institutions, to do the 
right thing. No objectionable person would get their vote. If for 
some reason or other a man happens to be convicted, but found emi- 
nently fit from the point of view of the medical council, why should 
such a man be shut out of'such a body. ~ 


Shri O. C. Ninan: Is the bon. Member of opinion that 
clause (d) should be completely omitted in the face of the argument 
that has been advanced here ? . 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Yes, } am in favour of that. What is the 
other suggestion, I do not see. Personally, I am for omitting’ this 
clause totally. But if it does not go so far but merely suggest that in 
case of conviction involving moral turpitude, this.provision may stand 
1 am really helpless. If the Speaker would allow me now to move an 
amendment seeking to delete the entire sub-clause, certainly I would 
' like to do so, But since this amendment does not go so far, I have to 
be content with supporting the amendment as it is. The niceties 
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that probably form the basis of such a provision cannot be fully satis- 
fied. As to what constitutes moral turpitude, nobody can say. That 
is a very delicate question to be decided. Whatever that be, person- 
ally, I am for deleting the whole sub-clause. If the amendment does 

not go so far, I support the amendment as it is now before the House. ~

What is the greater qualification 
which the people get by being employed ina clinic, Sir. — 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Clause 23 (3) also should be looked 
_ into. . . 


Shri P.'S. Nataraja Pillai : Clause (3) does not go along with 
Clause (4). Clause (4) deals with the power of Government to direct 
registration. The Select Committee was very careful in not specify- 
ing whether the registration should be under the qualifying or degree 
class or the practitioners’ class. Here, the provision is only those who 
are employed in surgery or hospital should be registered. They think. 
they are also.entitled to register themselves. I recognise that they 
must be registered as practitioners. But Ido not know what superior 
claims they have to a private practitioner without a qualifying degree, 
to get himself registered as a qualifying practitioner. If his compeer, 
if his fellow-doctor, with the same experience, who was serving ih some 
clinic is to be put in Part A Register as a qualified medical man why” 
not the other ? That distinction. I am not able’ to follow. Sir, I 
think I have made myself.clear or I will re-state the position. once 
more.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : There is an amendment to Clause

Itis really a departure 
from the principle of the Bill, The practitioner should have | 
sufficient qualification and education and certificate to be classed in ~ 
the medical. registers as.a qualified medical man, that is the principle. 
Now, we are cutting across the principle. Government, by the 
simple amendment of my hon.friend, take up the right of judging. 
whether a'man without a medical degree or certificate can be classified 
as aman with a medical degree. That is the difficulty. 


I think, Sir, that first, as suggested by my friend, Clause 23 may 

be discussed and if the principle contained in the amendment No.47 
is accepted, perhaps then we can come later. to this. At this stage I 
will say. that this amendment must be withdrawn by the hon. 
Minister, because the Bill was framed on a certain principle and that 
principle was agreed to by this House that there should be two registers, - 
one based upon actual practice and ‘experiente and the other based 
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upon study and examination and certificate. That is the major prin- 
ciple we have accepted. If a particular person has gained experience 
in medicine by a long course of practice without even a qualification 
or educational qualification, he must be registered as one class’ and 
people with well-recognised educational qualifications, should. be 
entered in another class. On the basis of that we have constituted 
the Councils. In the Councils, representation is not given to, the’ 
registered practitioner. It is only medical men who have recognised 
qualifications that are admitted into the Councils. Now, there is an 
amendment here to make a registered practitioner with no educational 
or medical qualification to be made into a qualified medical man, so 
that he can get representation into the Medical Council. If this man, 
goes into Register A which is kept for qualified medical men, that 
individual is entitled to stand for election to the Medical Council, 
That brings in a lot of discrimination. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Will it be inconsistent to pass this amend- 
ment in Clause 20. Suppose Section 23 is left as it is, we do not 
mind it. There is sub-clause (3) as pointed out by the hon. 
Member where the Government have the power to permit persons 
-with qualifications to be registered, ; 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : It will go into Part A. That may 
be a certificate. Even without a certificate, a man may be recognised. 
- Shri E. P. Varghese : That cannot be. Suppose this amend- 
ment is accepted in Clause 20. It will have to be interpreted with 
reference to Section 23. The bon. Member was saying that the Gov- 
ernment should not direct any person to be registered in Part A unless 
he possesses the qualification. Section 23 (3) saysso. Of course, 
Government gives certain directions, but not to register persons who 
do not possess the qualifications. It is stated in Clause 23 (3) ‘“The 
Government may, after consulting the appropriate council, permit 
the registration of any person etc.’? Does not that amendment 
which is now sought to be made refer only to the provisions. of 
Section 23.

It is also thé duty of the Government to 
furnish for the public a list of Medical practitioners whose services 
they can avail of. There are various reasons stated in the preamble of 
this Bill. But I must emphasise that the chief reason for a Bill of this 
nature is to give a catalogue of able medical men. Unqualified practice 
is a subject on which medical profession constantly faces a challenge » 
from the public and I am afraid that there are certain provisions in 
this Bill where by the Government is assisting unqualified practice. 
There is a: provision where the Government can register anybody at 
random provided they produce a certificate from a Magistrate or a 
Tahsildar that they have been practising médicine in some remote 
comer. My specific purpose in moving this amendment is to point 
out .that there are serious complaints and that in the Travancore list 
of Medical practitioners there are some who are not properly 
qualified men. There is no provision anywhere in the Act for the 
Government to cleminate those practitioners who have come into 
the list by some undesirable means in the years past. 


Well, Sir, if the words “after verification’ is inserted after (1) 
and before the words ‘‘Every practitioner’ it becomes open for the 
Government to reconsider and rectify the mistakes committed in the 
past. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: ‘‘After verification’’ ,by whom? 
Shri A. A. D. Luiz: It refers to the Government. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Here, thesection itselfsays “‘Every 
practitioner registered under the Travancore Medical Practitioners’ 
Act, 1119 shall be deemed to be a practitioner registered under this 
Act, if at the commencement of this Act, his name stands entered in 
the appropriate register..’’etc. This clearly shows that those who. 
have already been registered under the provisions of the existing Act 
need not be registered again.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: My hon. friend in so many words 
has said that people are practising in Travancore without any right to 
practise. . 

Shri E. P. Varghese: But the Medical Practitioners’ Act 
applies only to Travancore. :

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Mr, Speaker : Mr. Abdul Khader has sent in an amendment. 
The last part cannot be allowed to be discussed. If he is agreeable 
he may move the amendment excluding the last part. 

. Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : Jam certainly willing. Iam 
moving the amendment: Add at the end: 
_ “but regret that the Address contains absolutely no mention 
of any policy or.programme— 

(a) to solve the colossal problem of mounting unemployment 

of the people ;, 

(b) to. save the middle class from total bankruptcy ; 

(c) to secure Central aid and financial allocations on the basis 

of the population and the needs of the people’; 

(d)- to mete out justice and fair treatment to the minorities, ? 

The most important problem that is facing us today is the problem 
of phenomenal unemployment. Friends on this side have laid 
emphasis on the total failure of the coir industry. Not only is there 
unemployment in this particular industry but there is widespread un- 
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employment throughout the State. There is the question of the 
middle class, of the educated unemployed. Mention has been made 
of the starting of.a few factories here and there. As regards the Jum 
Thread Factory at Korati, I may bring to your notice that applicants 
should produce character certificates from Catholic Priests or Police 
Inspectors. You can realise how difficult it is for large sections of 
people to produce certificates from such persons. The House is no 
doubt aware that it is quite impossible for a section of the people to 
get a certificate from the ‘priests. So also is the case with Police 
Inspectors. I,can bring to the notice of the Labour Minister himself 
how a person who was actually entertained has been sent out as he 
could not produce a character certificate from the Police Inspector, 


Alwaye. If I understand rightly, he has sent a representation to the 


hon. Minister. This is the state of affairs that exist in our State, 
These are the difficulties in obtaining jobs: These are intolerable 
and unconscionable state of things. 


There is the big problem of unemployment and under-employ- 
tment among the agricultural classes because of the falling prices of the 
agricultural products, especially coir products. Numerous seasonal 
labourers have been thrown out of work during this year and during 
last year. Of course, the Government'is loath to find foreign markets 


beyond the dollar area. The Chief Minister may be afraid that exports _ 


beyond the doller area would import communism into this land. We 
can bargain for our terms inside the dollar area itself. Everybody 
in this House must be aware of the great percentage of American im- 
ports to India. The Americans are finding a market in our State for 
the bulk of their export trade. We have to export nine crores of 
rupees, worth of coir products. Why not our Government prevail 


upon the Government of India to see that proper terms are- got for _ 


exports of our coir products into the dollar area itself? There is the 
very'recent example of the Ceylon-Chinese Agreement. ‘Ceylon is 
exporting its pepper and coir products to China. 


Mr, Speaker : -The Centre is controlling these exports and 
imports, : : 

Shri M. M, Abdul Khader : This is to be controlled by 
the Central. Government. But it is our intense concern that our 
exports should find suitable markets. It is due to the incompetence 


of our Ministers that they fail to prevail on the Central Government 


to obtain good terms and.to find such markets, That is the very 
reason for the acute unemployment in the coir industry. 


There can. be no dispute that pressure on land is the major ‘pro- 
blem in this State. Why should people look to tand alone ? Simply 


. 
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because they have no other avenues of employment: Industrialisation 
of the country is the only solution. What is the amount that we get 
for the industrial development of the State ? Ours is a narrow coastal 
country with small rivers. It is very difficult to plan big irrigation 
and hydro-electric projects. It is due to the negligence of the 
Council of Ministers in formulating proper plans suited to the needs of 
this State and to impress the same to be incorporated in the five year 
plan by the Central Government that we are deprived of any real 
henefits under the Five Year Plan. In three years already we have 
spent nearly 13 crores of rupees one half of the total in working out 
this Plan. We do not appear to have got any grant from the Centre 
during these three years, After spending 13 crores of rupees, what 
isit that we have got ? The Chief Minister will refer me to the 
Peechi Project. But it was there even before the Congress Govern- 
ment came into power. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : When was it started? 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Before the Congress Gov- 
etament came into power. 

Shri Pananmpilli " Govinda Menon: *No. Absolutely 
wrong. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Then I stand corrected. 
But that does not alter my point. 


Anyhow it was started before the dateline set for the commence: 
ment of the Five Year Plan, that is, somewhere near July 1951. So 
also is the Peringal Scheme. These schemes would have beet 


» continued and completed even if they had not been included in this | 


: 
i 





Five Year Plan. That is the reality. By including these schemes in 
the Plan we have been deprived of the benefits of some other useful 
projects. These schemes which are already under . way are merely 
projected into the Plan. 


Another significant point in regard to this Five Year Plan is the 


‘wages policy. I may refer.to page 120, Social Security. There, it is ; 


expressly laid down: ‘‘ An increase in wages at this juncture may 
injure the country’s economic stability by raising the costs of pro- 
duction. The volume of employment may also be affected adversely. 
wage inerease should there for be avoided except to remove anomalies 
or where the existing rates are abnormally low or if increased 
productivity can be, obtained from renewal or modernisation of plant, 
or to restore the pre-war real wage. ”” - : 


Then again, regarding. bonus, almost the same thing is stated, 
Is this not an open invitation to the industrialists and capitalists to 
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deny the demand for better working conditions by the labourers? 
Is it not a robust assurance to them that this Government would lend 
them its iron hand in crushing and putting down every demand for 
better living conditions on the part of the labour ? : 


There is also the question of justice to the minorities, Mr, 
Majeed.has referred to that. There isthe Kerbala incident. Every. 
where the Muslims havé been very shabbily treated: Everything is 
being done on a communal basis. Minority claims are always over. ° 
looked even in regard to promotions.

Shri A. J. John: May | know certain instances ? 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: There is an instance in the 
High Court. There are other instances also. The case of the 
Director of Village Panchayats is another instance. There are many 
instances that give room for Muslims for complaint.’ Let not this 
Government be ina fools’ paradise thinking that out of religious 
fervour and out of fear of Communism the Muslim community would 
_ rally, round this Government. Even though that part of my amend-

Muslims and Jews are eligible for fee concession in accordance with G, O. R. Dis, 
No, 2521 [46 |Edn. dated 23-11-1946. Girl pupils of these Communities are eligible 
for full fee concession and boys for half fee concession subject to 15% restriction on 
production of poverty certificates. 


(Cochin area) 


The pupils are given half fee concession as in the case of pupils belonging to

The Coir Co-operative Scheme contemplates the stocking and 
salé of coir yarn by Co-operative Societies (Central Societies). The _ 
Central Societies at Mattancherri and Alleppey have been organised 
for this purpose. The Society at Mattancherri is functioning. The 
other at Alleppey is going to function. To enable the Alleppey Central 
Society to start functioning, an amount of Rs. 10,000 has already 
been paid to it this year as grant. The Mattancherri Society is now 
getting a monthly grant of Rs, 348-6-o, It has already received a total 
grant of Rs. 16,826. The grant according to the scheme will be given 
to the societies from next year onwards. The Mattancherri society has 
also been given a loan of Rs. 20,000. The loan according to the 
scheme has not yet bcen paid to these two societies for want of 
advice from the Government of India regarding the conditions of 
payment of the loan, As soon as instructions are received, the 
amounts will be disbursed. The question of stocking and sale of 
coir yarn by Government was considered and was dropped; but it 
was decided that the Central Societies will do so.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Then will there be any water for 
the Perunchani dam which is the excess water flowing from Pechi- 
para? ; 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan’ Nair: Yes. The water from 


Pechipara flow is being pumped out by this arrangement. It would 
not affect the Perunchani dam at all. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not that. We expect the 
water level in Pechipara to go below the sill level. In that case, will 
there be sufficient water flowing over the Pechipara dam to be redirec- 
ted to this? 

Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: It is not-the overflow water 
of the Pechipara dam that is impounded i in Perunchani. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: "We know that it is the flow. from 
the lower dam that is impounded at Perunchani. 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair: No, it is another branch - 
of the river which is used. 
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Mr. Speaker: I should not be understood to be intervening 
here. But I would wish that hon. Members may kindly understand 
the procedure in these matters. Now, while the hon. Minister was ' 
speaking, very many questions were put to him seeking information. 
Then one member began to speak, supporting the motion. Now I 
find that another member is putting a question to the Minister, who 
is not in possession of the House. That isnot the right procedure, | 
I do not want to shut away any information being given. But I hope 
members.will keep this in view when they put questions. . 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, on the merits, I agree 
with the Government on the extreme necessity of sanctioning this 
allotment, but regarding the propriety of making a supplementary 
demand at this fag end of the year, tacked on to the budget session, 
Isubmit that the House will consider whether that is something to 
which we should readily agree.

I heard my friend Mr. Vazhappilly making a reference to 
certain recalcitrant jenmies- who were unwilling to surrender their 
properties because compensation was not paid immediately, Regard- 
ing the Wadakkancherry Scheme, I wish to bring it to the notice of 
this House, that a good number of the land owners have already surrend 
ered their property on the express understanding that compensation 
will be immediately paid. A peculiar thing about these people is that’. 
they all belong to the poorer section of the-society and are looking 
forward to the compensation amount in order that they may invest 
it in some profitable venture. ~ . 


. Shri N. P. Varghese: Is the hon. Member aware. that in the 
Travancore area surrender takes place long before the payment -of 
compensation? . . ‘ 

Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Ali credit to the Travan->: 
core side, Bat this is what.is taking place in Wadakkancherry also. 
That is what] am submitting, The poor people have been induced to 

surrender their properties on the promise that money would be 
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immediately given to them, They are banking upon their promises to 
make investments in other profitable sources. I do not grudge the 
grant of this money. [| only question why these things which could ’ 
have been easily conceived of at the time when last year’s budget was 
being prepared, were not thought of and provision made therein, so 
that these unnecessary difficulties might have been avoided.

Now, 
Sir, what is sought to be done by the amendment is to abrogate the 
Second clause,the effect of which would be this that one member now 
would have to be voted by a larger number of people. This, eviden- 
tly, would go against the democratic spirit of the Constitution, 
because, whereas 750,000 people could get one member previously, 
now, a larger number than that would be only entitled to the same 
one member. ; ; 

‘ Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: That is not correct, 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: That is the effect. No ceiling 
is being put on the number. which could vote one member. That has 
been left blank so that it gives an opportunity to the Parliament 
‘to tamper with the constituencies as they like, The object of the 
amendment is to provide for the increase in population. Ultimately, 
the position will be this: that a larger number of persons than before 
would be entitled to vote for one. This would virtually be disenfr- 
’ anchising a section of the people. Whereas 750,000 were sure of 
getting one member under the Constitution, now, by virtue of this 
amendment that number is certainly going to be increased and not 
reduced which is tantamount to saying that a section of the people is 
going to be virtually disenfranchised. This, I submit, © militates 
against the very démocratic spirit of the Constitution.

‘In England for instance,2 5,000 are entitled to one member and in thea 
House of Commons there are now about 630 persons. Even in Burma 
which is a neighbouring state of ours the proportion is very much 
higher than ours because one lakh of people would be. entitled to one 
member. The financial and other circumstances of Burma are certa- 
inly not better than India and as such no argument can now be brought ; 
forward that an increase in the number of members in the House by 
raising the constitutional provision of s00 would be necessary having 
regard to the expenses of the State and the conditions of the country 
Another factor about this which the hon. Mover. himself pointed out 
is that alredy the constituencies are two unwieldy Perhaps we have 
got the largest parliamentary constituency in the whole world. There- 
for, aan increse further which would be the practical result of this 
amendmaent would make them more unwieldy which would event- 
ually make it difficult for the members to be in living contact with 
their constituencies. ‘ 
Another relevant factor in this connection is that, actually today- 
there is no appreciable increase in population. There is of course in-. 
crese in population no doubt. But there is no appriceable or relative 
increase’ such as to call for an amendment of this sort. Even today 
the number of members in Parliament is less than 500 and for the next 
five years to come, I do not think that our population is going to incre- 
ase to such an extent as to call for any radical increase of this 500. 
Therefore, an amendment at this juncture, at any rate is premature, 
Moreover, in keeping with the democratic spirit of the Constitution 
it would be necessary that people should be given as liberal and as 
free a franchise representation and possible to make themselves heard. 
Now the effect of this amendment would be to curtail that. Therefore 
in the light of these important considerations and having regard to 
the spirit of the constitution, the democratic content in it, [hope the 
House will agree that such an amendment at this juncture would not 
be necessary. Inorder to provide for the increasing census - figures 
it would be be tter and proper and certainly more democratic to. 
follow the example of other democratic countries like England, 
United Statés and-Canadaall of which do not unalterably fix the 
number of members of their legislative bodies; but let us follow their . 
Constitutional practice of leaving the numercial Strength of legislative 
bodies to be fixed on the basis of the population rather than putting a. 
_slab and.a ceiling on the membership of the Houses, me

“sir, in spite of the clarifications sought to be made by those 

who have spoken in support.of the Bill, I am afraid it is 
not clear in the minds of many of us as to whether this 
Bill ‘is.at all necessary or not. The limits which were 
mentioned in-article 81 of our Constitution were not 
arrived at in a light -hearted manner. In fact, if you refer . 
to the debates that took place at the time of framing the 
Constitution you will find that after considering various 
factors it was thought that, bearing in mind, the conditions 
existing in India the figures that we included in the Consti-

‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, as, was indicated to the 
House. by the hon, mover, this amendment relates to article 81. 
When we consider that, I think it will be useful to remember the 
full implications of article 81. Clause 1 (a) says about the fixation 
of the number of members for the House of people and has: fixed 
the maximum number as goo. i. ¢. the upper limit. Clause 1 (6) 
which is the clause under discussion now, fixes the lower and upper 
limits of the number of people in cach constituency: Clause 1 () 
is the ratio between the number of members allotted to each con- 
stituency and the population so as to have a kind of uniformity. 
Clause 2 which with Part C States. In the next clause, 3 itis 
stated thus : . 

‘Upon the cotipletion of each cénsus, the representation of 
the :several territorial constitueticies in the House of the 
people shall. be readjusted by such authority, ia such 
“mater and with effect from such date as Parliament may, 
by law, determine. ”’ 

So, after every decennial census, the right is given to readjust 

the representation in the House of the People. That is the wording 
used here. The representation from the several territorial ‘consti« 


‘ 
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taencies will include not only the number of voters in each consti- 
tuency, but also the number of members in the Parliament. Under 
clause. 3, if the people of India come to the conclusion that the 
maximurn number of members in the House of the People is to-be 
increased they have the power to do so and also to reduce the number . 
of voters in each constituency. An upper limit of ¢ lakhs or. of 
ro lakhs can be fixed and we can also increase the number of repre- 
sentations in the House ‘of the People. So then, the power is given to 
the. people to decide the representation of the people in the House 
of People periodically at the time when a census is taken, . That 
is a substantial right vested in the people. That is the inten- 
tion of the Constitution which we are legitimately entitled to draw 
from the wording of article 81. That article was not enacted with 
the intention of fixing for all-time to come soo as the maximum 
number in the House of the People and the scale of representation 
from, ¢ lakhs or 7 1/2 lakhs for-each constituency, It is made definite 
-by clause 3 that periodically the people of India shall have the right 
to revise both these things. When the original bill was introduced 
in the House of People these. principles were accepted and the lower 
limit was fixed at 61/2 lakhs and the maximum at 8 1/2: lakhs. 
That. was the arrangement accepted at the first instance. At the: 
next Census also if the Parliament comes to the conclusion that there 
is necessity for revision, that can be done by increasing the.number. 
‘of membership of the House. OF course that will be done accord- 
ing to.the necessities of the time on the basis of the facts which, will 
be available then. J am strengthened in my position by Art. 368 
which provides for amendment of the Constitution. Proviso (d) 
of that Article speaks about ‘‘ The representation of States in Parlia- 
ment. ’’ As it stands, if the Amendment Act under discussion ‘s to 
be valid, it has to get the ratification of our States. According to 
_ the. wording of the present Act which takes away the upper 
limit, there will be no meaning to this clause. What the clause 
now says is that there shall be not more than s00 members and © 
not more than one member for 5 lakhs of people and there is no upper. _ 
‘limit. It means that for any number less than 500,000). there 
_ shall not be a member in the House of the People. The Act fixes 
oo. as the upper limit of membership. If population increases. we 
can increase the number of ‘people in each constituency to the 
maximuin of r, 8, 9 or 10 lakhs, . That can now be done by an Act. 
of Parliament, That is what-I wartt to place before the House: The. 
point is, the representation of the several territorial constitueticies 
in the House of People shall be readjusted “by such authotity, in 
such manner and with effect from. such date as Parliament may by 
law determine, a Ft 
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So,. that will be by a delimitation Act passed by Parliament, 
Then, it would not require the ratification of the States. Practical 
it will not be an amendment of the Constitution. It will be a law 
enacted by Parliament in its authority. Then, if at the next census: 
the Parliament decides that the scale of representatiom will be for 
ro lakhs or 12 lakhs, then again the matter will not come up for the 
ratification of the States ; it will be done by Parliament under their 
authority, I think we ought to realise the important consequences 
that follow the present Amendment Act. By the present Amendment 
Act, the right of representation and the consent of the States which 
is necessary to enforce a change in the representation in thé House 
of the People, is being taken away from the people of the country. 
That is not right, according to me. 


I feel Sir, the provision now in the Constitution was made because 
it was considered that the people must have the right of reviewing 
periodically the scale of representation and of fixing the strength of 
the House of the People. Suppose after twenty years we reach a stage. 
~ when it becomes absolutely nécessary that there should be an increase 
in the number of members in the House of the People. Then we 
should have the right to change it. As it is, it will be possible to do’ 
so, after the matter has received the ratification of the State Legislatures 
If that right is-taken away, if the upper limit is removed, then for all 
time to come, the Parliament, by itself, will be in a position to fix the 
scale of representation and tp change the delimitation of the consti- 
tuency as they like. That, I think is unnecessary in the present cir- 
cumstances. Moreover, I. feel strengthened in: ny. position that 
according to the Census figures of 1951, even with the representation of 
: 9.5 lakhs of voters for each constituency, there is no necessity to change 
- the.number at all. What prompted the Members of Parliament to 
make a change like this at the present moment, is beyond my com- 
_ prehension.’ As far as I ean understand, it must have been to provide 
for constituencies which exceed the 7.5 lakhs limit. _ If there are such 
constituencies, I think the number-could be're-adjusted by a proper 
| delimitation, the scale of representation still being fixed at 7.5 lakhs. 
- Therefore, the better procedure would be to fix the upper and lower - 
limits as proposed in the original bill which was circulated and which 
was supported by our Government also. But in the final form. in 
which the Act has come before us they have omitted the upper limit 
and have taken the lower limit alone as the basis. They have fixed the 
composition of the House of. the people and limited it to soo for all 
time.to come. That may not.be advantageous in the long rum to the 
interest of the States concerned, This review of the scale of represet: 
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tation is a fundamental right and that right should not be so easily taken 
away by a legislation of this kind. Therefore, what I would say is 
that we should not tie ourselves to a proposition which would place a 
baron the coming generations to review the scale of representation as 
might become necessary under the changed circumstances then pre- 
vailing. In the exigencies of the present time we can carry on very 
well with the limits now setin article 81 itself. Therefore the Act, 
in its present form, is not advantageous and I think we should be very 
careful before we ratify it. I express my personal opinion. I think 
it would be better that this is not ratified. a, 

Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, after having listened to the speakers 
on this subject, I am inclined to support the Amendment Act. 
Though some reasons have been advanced both here and in the House 
of the People that this amendment should not be passed on the whole, 
I feel that it may be passed. 


One of the arguments is that the population of India at present is 
only 36 millions and even if the upper limit is kept, such an amend- 
. ment will not be necessary for even there will be only 481 members, 

_which will not exceed the limit under Article 81 (ay). But looking 
through the discussions in the House of the People, it is found 
that including weightage given to certain C. ‘States it may be rightly 
anticipated that it may exceed 500, or go up to sos. In that case, the 
amendment is necessary. It may be seen that the number of seats 
that will be necessary with a limit of 7 1/2 lakhs voters ,can be fixed 
only after delimitation is made. So this amendment is made in 
order.to avoid the possibility of an amendment after delimitation and — 
to meet that contingency. As the hon. Member for Trivandrum 
said leaving Article 81 (aJ) as it is and amending Article 81 (by) as pro- 
posed now, there will not be any necessity to bring fn.such an amend- 
ment hereafter, because once it is fixed that the maximum number 
of the House shall be soo, then, of course, it is enough if we divide 
the total population by: s00 and fix the total‘number of voters 
is fixed in a constituency. The minimum number of voters’is fixed 
at 5 lakhs. That gives a. convenience for not amending the Consti- 
tution in this manner again. . It was after a very full discussion and 
. mature deliberation that the Constituent Assembly came to:the 
decision that the total number of Members of the House of the People 
_ shall be 500. Our representatives are also there. ‘Therefore, the 
_ House of the People is not a foreign body. Our representatives: and 
the representatives of other States considered this question more 
than once, in the Constituent Assembly and now at the time of 
discussing this amendment.. They have had an opportunity to dis- 
' @uss. whether there should be an amendment of article 81 A, that is, 
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whether the upper limit should be raised or left as it 1s, etc, They 
decided that it is better that it is left as it is. Of course, much ma 
be said on both sides. It may be said, for instance, that the British 
Parliament contains over 600 Members, But what I say is that 
this. number of s00 has been arrived it after mature consideration 
by our representatives. Ofcourse, as I said just now, there may be 
differences of opinion people might ask why not it be raised to 600 
or yoo, But we have come to some understanding that the number 
may be soo, and it is better to work with that number in mind, 


One of the points that has been raised here is that parliamentary 
representation would be rather unwieldy and that it might be reduced 
to afarce. But, when we deal with a vast sub-continent like India, 
we have to be practical in our considerations. We should. think 
whether it is right to allow our House of People .to. goon swelling 
to an.indefinite number. . 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I know from the hon. Member 
whether the proposed amendment does not give the Parliaimentthe’ 
power to reduce the number of s00 ‘to any extent that it may like ? 

Shri E..P. Varghese : Of course, that follows when ‘the 
_ upper limit'is removed, But not to any great extent, 

‘Shri A. Thanu Pillai : What is there to prevent that? 
_ Shri £E. P. Varghese : There is the provision that there 
should be at least one member for over ¢ lakhs. 

‘Shri A, Thanu Pillai: It is not so. It is only provided 
that:there shall not be more ‘than one member for over five lakhs, 

Shri E. P.. Varghese : But. 5 lakhs have to be tepresentéd 
by.one member, — , ; 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: .That is a misappre- 
hension. As the member, for Trivandrum stated, there is nothing 
preventing Parliament, by law, to provide, for example, that 10 
lakhs of people - shall have one member, In such a case, the 
strength of the Parliament may be only 350 and it will be perfectly 
constitutional also. The 5 lakhs provision-only provides that an area 
which contains less than 5 lakhs shall not be a constituency. That 
is all that.it means.. - 

Shri E. P. Varghese: That is one view: of the question, 
perhaps. My attention was not-drawn to that-aspect so far.. The 
upper limit being taken away it-gives room for that. But ‘what I want 
to! stress ‘is that our members are-.also- in the -Parliamient. ‘Sodetvus .

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not take it that the Parliament is’ an external body, trying to impose 
its will on us.

’ Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: But hereafter, if this 
amendment is passed, the State Legislatures will have no opport- 
anity to consider the question. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: Of course, ‘IT understand it, 81 GB) | 
gives thé Parliament the power to readjust .a constitutiency in its 
own. fashion. ‘ 


Then the question remains whether the amendment should be 
to Article 81 (a) or to 81 (b) Ido not think that the Parliament 
would decide to go much below the number of 500; what. I think, 
they would do is to divide the population by 500, and thus fix the 


average number of voters to constitute a constituency. Of course, 


there may be variations a little on both sides. The number of 
voters may go above 7.5 lakhs a little or go below ita. little, But 
I feel the general idea is to fix the number at s00. When soo-has 


‘been fixed, it is too much on our part to think that they will go to 


the length of fixing it at a lower figure, say 200 or 250. Then, there 
will bea hue. and cry. No State will agree easily to reducing the 
representation to such a level. Ordinarily, what would happen 
is that they will divide the population by soo and fix the population 
foreach -constituency. It may vary alittle either this side -or that 
side, Iam inclined to support,it, because I find that .the House of 


~ the people and the Constituent Assembly consiting of representa- 


tives of all the States in India, have thought that the limit should 
be fixed at soo at least for the time being. 361 millions is the © 


' population according to the 1951 Census and that is the figure that 


will be taken into consideration in the de-limitation for the next 

elections. Even if they divide the whole population into 500 consti- 

tuencies, the population in each constituency may be only 7.2 lakhs, 

The Section even if left unamended may not have landed us in.diffi-- 
culties. perhaps as some of the speeches of the Law Minister discl- 

ose, there may be some difficulty and sometimes it may be-found 
that 500 may not be reached if the upper limit of 7 1/2 lakhs is kept. 

Ido not think that we need be very much afraid especially in a 

democratic set up that Parliament will manage things in such a way 

that they will reduce.number to absurd limits. discarding the views of 

the public, I don’t think there will be any reduction. The only thing 

is that they may not be able to go beyond s00. Ido not think they 

will go below the present number either. I think it will be better 

for us to support the amendment, ae 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, this is really a very important 
matter that we are discussing and it should not appear that without 
giving adequate consideration to the proposal this House took the 
decision one way or the other. Many points that may be urged for and . 
against the proposal have already been urged here. Sir, the position 
seems to be more or less clear. Now, what is it that is sought to be 
’ amended?. The amendment seeks to bring in a provision for deleting 

that part of clause (1) (b) of Ariticle 81 which makes it com: _ 
pulsory that fora particular number of persons there should be 
atleast one Member in the House of the people. Of course, the 
figure given in the Constitution is 7,c0,000 persotis, Now, as wat 
pointed out by the hon, Minister, in the Bill as originally present: 
ed to Parliament, that figure 7,50,000 was sought to be replaced 
by 8,50,000, Will there be some guarantee that the mmnber of 
“Members in the Parliament will not go beyond a particular limit? j 
‘Somehow, the Select’ Committee made an alteration’ to-that provi | 
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sion, and deleted part (b) of clause (1) of Article .81 altogether’ 
and merely provided that thtre shall be. no member ‘unless’ the 
area has a population of ¢ lakhs. Now, Sir, we have to consider 
whether we should be party in allowing this salutary provision: 
The Constituent Assembly decided that there should bea guarantee 
that there would be at least onc Member for 7,50,000 of the popu~ 
lation in the Parliament. Now we are going to. do away with it, 
What is it that justifies the deletion of that provision altogether 
if it is not for the mere administrative convenience of some sort? 
So also, as far as am able to gather from the report of the procee- 
dings of the parliament relating to this Bill, certain facts are clear 
just at present. That is to say, until another census is taken there 
is really no necessity to alter the existing provision. It has been 
stated that there is provision not only for making adequate pro- 
vision for representation of part C States and other miscellaneous 
States, but there is complete possibility also to deal with represen- 
tation in accordance with the existing provision in the Constitution. 
All that was, urged on behalf of the mover of the Bill in Parliament 
was that according to this figure 7,50,000: there would be some 
change in a few States. The number of Members will have to be - 
reduced in a few States andina few other States the number of 
Members will have to be increased, so much so that the total: 
result will not make it necessary to make any change in the existing 
provision. Then, Sir, the only argument that was urged in Parli- 
ament in connection with this was that there might be some diffi- - 
culty in.delimiting some constituencies and the delimitation of 
constituencies in a few States will have to be changed. Where is the 
difficulty? Task? That will come in the delimitation law. In a few- 
States the boundaries of some constituencies may have,to be changed, 
Merely in view of that difficulty is there any justification for chan- 
ging this salutary provision in this Constituion? All this has been . 
made out in the debate in Parliament in connection with this. That 
is one of the practical aspects of the matter. There is provision in 
Article 81 (3) ‘‘upon the completion of each census, the represen- 
tation of the séveral territorial: constituencies in the House of the . 
people shall be readjusted by such authority, in such - manner 
, and with effect from such date as Parliament may by law determine”: 
There is a delimitation Bill. there and. under the provision of. the 
Bill necessary changes in regard to the representation may be fully 
_complied with. Iam unable to see why this change should be effected 
inthe present juncture. Apart . from that the aspects. of principle 
involved inthis has beén pointed out by Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai. 
_ Ido not think we should give - up. this right that we now  efjoy. in 
regard to.’ the representation of: people in the parliament, Mr, 
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{Shri A. Thaun Pillai} 
Varghese in reply to my question said that parliament is not likely 
to do anything on this matter. Of course, we do not expect any- 
thing, But a provision in the Constitution is something quite apart 
from what the parliament may or may not do, Even though we 
do not agree, the Parliament will certainly be able to enacta law, 
Parliament will be able to enact a provision that the members in 
the Parliament may be ‘anything less than s00 or 400 or even 300. 
Not that they may do it. There is the possibility. There is no 
point in saying that Parliament will not do anything. Do we want 
to have a voice in the fixation. of members of representatives so 
fay as Parliament is concerned? To me it seems that this amend- 
ment cannot be approved. If they have fixed a limit to the number 
of persons ina local assembly we could have agreed to that. I do 
not know why the Select Committee deleted this provision entirely, 
The original number was 8,50,000 or even less. As things now 
stand there is no necessity to change this. I am therefore definitely 
of the view that we should not agree to this amendment. That does 
not mean that this amendment will not be carried through. About 
' half the number of States should be aggrieved of this. We are one of 
them. But that does not mean that’ we should make. ourselves 
party to an amendment of this kind. Iam glad that the motion has 
been brought forward to be discussed here. Anyway, if we people - 
do not agree to this amendment the hon. Minister will bring for- 
ward another motion to this effect. If the majortiy of the members 
are of that view it may be accepted without opposition. Of course, 
in matters of this kind some opposition can very well be expected. - 
I am glad that the motion sought to be brought forward has been — 
placed before this House for discussion. 
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_ ') Te is accordingly. necessary to reduce the representation 
from one member for every 7.2 lakhs of population — 
to one member for every 7.5 lakhs of population. 
as per gst census. As pointed out. above, 
this figure 7.5 lakhs is the maximum permissible under 
article 81 (1) (b) as itnow stands; but even so, if the 
average population ofa Parliamentary constituency 
in any State is to be 7,50,000, it is obvious that the popu- - 
lation of a certain number .of constituencies will exceed 
that figure. It is necessary, therefore, that article 81 (1) 
(b) should be amended relaxing the limit prescribed 
in that article so as to avoid a constitutional irregularity 
in delimiting the constituencies for the purpose of re- 
adjustment of representation in the House of the people 
as required under article 81 (3) of the Constitution.” 
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Mr. Speaker: Is it necessary? There is already a motion 
before the House, It is to the effect that the matter maybe dis- 
cussed by the House. After discussion the matter has to be put to 
vote. The question is whether this House ratifies the Constitution 
(Second Amendment BillJ-as passed by Parliament. , 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: There is no difficulty 
if the point isas declared by the Speaker. The only question is whe- 
ther we do ratify the Bill or not, 


' Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: We may refer to the wording 'of 
- the Article in the Constitution. 


Mr. Speaker: I stated what the motion that has been dis- 
cussed.is. It isadebatable motion and it has been debated, After 
that, itis the duty of the Speaker: to ascertain the view of the 
House on that motion.. According to the Article regarding the 
amendment of ‘the Constitution we have to'see whether this House 
ratifies the Amendment Bill or not. There is no difficulty at all in 
the matter. a 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai:- The wording is. ‘‘ The amend- 
ment: shall also require to be ratified by’ the Legislatures of not less 
than one-half ofthe States specified -in parts A and B of the first _ 
Schedule by resolutions’? mark che word. ‘resolutions’. to. that 
effect passed by those legislatures’ before the Bill’ making " provis- 
on -for such amendment is presented to the president -for assent,’ ?. 
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Mr. Speaker: The word “resolution” means . the motion 
before the House. The question is whether this House ratifies the 
Constitution (second Amendment Bill) 1952 as passed by Parlia- 
ment. me 

The motion was put and lost, all Members voting against.

of Electricity in Alwaye - 

Chief Mintster (Shri A. J. John): I now move that the House 
may take up the adjournment motion for discussion though the time 
is now only 3. 45 P. M.. . 

Shri T. M. Varghese: I second it. 

The motion was adopted. - a m 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, I move that the Assembly 
do now.adjourn to discuss a definite matter of urgent public impor- 
tance, namely, the cutting off electric connections to all industrial 
establishments at Alwaye given after 1949. 
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; [Shri M. M. Abdul Khader] 

; Due to shortage of electric current supply, electric supplies to 
a number of small scale and medium industrial establishments .jn 
alwaye & elsewhere have been disconnected. Now, those who ara 
involved by this disconnection are, besides the labourers, the med. 
ium and small-scale producers. The concerns affected are small 
oil mills, saw mills and small flour mills. These amploy, among 
them a good number of labourers. 


The obvious reason’ given for this disconnection is that there 
has been, and continues to be a shortage of electric current, but this, 
I submit, is no real excuse. This is merely attempting to evade 
the issue. And it is here that we point the-accusing finger at the 
successive Congress Governments. This is not anew phenomenon; 
this shortage of electric current has deen theré for years now. And 
during all these years some cuts used to be effected. in the supply, but 
never before were such total disconnections made, Therefore, while 
this problem of shortage of current was there all these years, it is re- 
. grettable that this Government or its predecessors in office did not do 
anything to ameliorate the situation. I do not think Sir, that even 
‘the Five Year Plan contains anything to mitigate this evil, anything to 
augment the supply of current, so far as Alwaye is concerned. : 
Alwaye, as everybody knows,. is industrially the most important 
centre in this State, consuming. the largest amount of electric power. 
Shri 0, C. Ninan: (Will the hon, Member be able to give’ 
“the number of flour and saw mills that have been closed down on. 
account of this cut? - . 
- Shri M. -M.:- Abdul Khader:- I am not able.to ‘give the 
exact number. All the same .the industries that are affected are 
the medium mills. Lone Lo oe 
Now, there is also the problem of unemployment as a- result 
of the forced closure of these small industrial concerns. That is a 
matter very difficult to tackle. Here we have to take into consideia- 
tion the small industrialists who are’ not in a position to pay 
any sort of unemployment wages; In fact, they themselves depend 
on-their small concerns to-eke out their livelihood. an 
While I say that this Government: has not. been taking any 
effective measures up till now to augment the supply. of electri- 
city, when this problem was before it for years now,. there have 
been scandals about the Government doing just the contrary. “There 
“were generators from ‘which current could have been generated; 
there was one such at Ernakulam, but it was sold away, remeniber, 
at-a time, when. theré was this besetting problem of electric.short- 
age facing us. mB TET es oar 
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At this hour when cut is being effected in the supply of electric 
current to these small concerns, the Government should at least 
consider the feasibility of effecting, in the place of these- total cuts, 
economy of current by resorting to some sort: of percentage cuts, 
The excuse that this has been due to the shortage of rainfall, etc, 
are not things which we should take at their face value,. because 
this is not a new problem at all. Such excuses must be viewed as 
being made to evade the issue, —- 

Even at this late stage, it is possible for this Government to 

resort to certain methods of economising current by effecting 
small cuts in the supply to bigger concerns owned by the Europeans 
and others who can afford to pay full unemployment wages to the 
labour, thus conserving energy and effecting only partial cuts to 
these factories. — 

Shri Kalathil Velayundhan Nair : Which are the European 
concerns where these cuts could be effected without disturbance? 


Shri “‘M. M. Abdul Khader: I can suggest, provided, 
of course, the Government would sce that full unemployment 
wages would be paid to the labour, and provided, of course, that 
labour would not be retrenched or harmed, as a result of these cuts, 
the Government may effect a smal] cut, in the. Aluminium Factory, 
Alwaye or F. A. C. T. 


Now I have come to understand that this is not a problem con- 
fined to Alwaye and its neighbourhood. It appears that there have 
been similar cuts in Irinjalakuda, and other places, Therefore, my 
_ submission is that this Government have been languishing all this 
time in the matter of remedying this problem. But I hope, at least 
at this juncture, they will try to remedy the situation, and not 
force the small concerns, to close down their factories completely, 
which would turn out into the streets not only the labour but even 
the middle class industrialists. 


Shri Kalathil Velayudhan Nair : Which are the snl 
industrialists to which the Member refers ? 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader’:- The ‘oil mills, the flour 
mills, the saw mills and others, 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon : I am supporting the motion 
and in doing so, I would like to make one or two observations, firstly 
in regard to the policy of Government and secondly as to what the 
Government should do-in the-present context. This scarcity of 
water is not anything new. ‘We have it this year ; we had it last 
year and I suppose year before last too. \ Therefore this difficulty . 
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velating to scarcity of water could have sufficiently enlightened the 
Government to revise its policy in regard to the extension of electiic 
lines. That is to say where the Government knew that it may not 
be possible to supply current to further extensions, without detri- 
ment to those persons who already cmploy clectric current, they 
should have refused ‘to extend further lines, . 


The other point which I desire to bring to the notice of Govern- 
ment at the present juncture is that even now it is possible to in- 
crease the supply. There ate stations, for example in. Trichur, 
which could be made to produce more. The men are there, the 
materials are there, the only need is that the machines have to be 
renewed; so that you can have a saving also, which could be expended 
for. other purposes. Therefore I suggest to Government to revise 
is policy. Jt is not possible for us to graise the water level, But 
the thermal stations which are already there may be worked to higher 
capacity, With these observations, I support the motion. 
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Shri A. A. D. Luiz: Sir, I oppose the motion before the 
House. An abbreviated form of this amendment would be, no 
current—bad Government . I am sure the hon. Members would 
realise that the Government cannot throw any impediments 
on the supply of electricity obtained from natural sources. I con- 
sider this motion as another attempt to throw another stone on the 
administration of the State; however, this stone was short of electri- 
city and has fused out in.transit. I would state for the information 
of the mover that this cut has been enforced in all parts of this State 
and not in Alwaye alone. Much of the supply of electricity in this 
State depends on hydro-electric energy. It does not require much 
explanation to enlighten you that the hydro-electric energy depends _ 
-on flood-levels of reservoirs etc. I am sure that the Government 
is' in possession of statistics regarding these matters and it will be 
‘furnished. _ Now this flood-level is definitely dependent on rain- 
fall, It would have been interesting if the mover of this motion 
‘suggested ways'and means of producing rain; I have read in certain 
American papers that artificial. rains could be produced. The 
mover would have been justified in making Governnient responsible 
for this shortage if they could produce rain but they did not, produce 
rain. The climatic conditions during the recent years have ‘been 
most unfavourable for the production of sufficient. hydro-electric 


power. However, in spite of that, 14on’t think that the Govern: - 


ment have been evasive in their responsibilities for they are pushing 
through many hydro-electric schemes already taken’ up and some . 
are nearing completion. ~If they were evasive, they would not be 
consistantly working up the Madupatty and Poringalkuthu schemes. 


I don’t think that these schemes stand abandoned, They are re+ 
ceiving constant attention, _ 


However, if the mover of this motion had spent his time in 
trying to move Heaven in silent prayer, 


I think that Breater purposes 
would have: been served, i 


— - * 
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While stoutly opposing this motion, I would like to give the 
Government a few suggestions. There are institutions in this State 
that can provide their own ‘electric energy—I mean the energy 
required to carry on their own work satisfactorily. In crises of 
this nature which is beyond the control of the Government, it would 
be advisable if these institutions are asked to generate their own 
requirements of energy. There is another aspect to this matter 
on which the Government, could consider my humble suggestion. 
There aré institutions that produce energy much in excess of what 
they require. Years ago there was an instance ofa Textile Mill in 
Trichur offering to cater to the entire town of Trichur with 
: electric power. 


Another suggestion of mine is to speed up the completion of 
the projects. The Poringalkuthu project should have been com- 
pleted by the middle of 1953. But by some reason or other, during 
the transitional, period of the integration of States, the completion 
of the schemé suffered a set back by a year and a half. ‘Well, at least 
now let us think about these recurring natural impediments | 
and find-out ways and means to speed up the completion of the 
Poringalkuthu scheme so that this disaster may not be repeated. 

Shri K. Karunakaran : Sir, I move for a closure. , .

- Mr. Deputy Speaker : Yes, you can speak. 

~ Shri P. S.° Nataraja Pillai: Practically the motion is to 
discuss the cutting off of electrical connection for industrial establish- 
ments. But the motion circumscribes it to Alwaye alone. IJ take | 
it for dicussing the motion the question to be the curtailing of electric 
supply in the country as a whole. 1 am speaking on that basis. - For 
the- last two years when the summer season comes, the supply of 
electric current is also curtailed. ~ We know that for the last five’ 
or six years we were subjected to an unkind failure of rains. On 
account of the failure of rains the production capacity of the hydro- 
electric installations was also-much reduced and naturally, the dis- 
tribution of current might be less. 1 am-not at present dealing with 

_the question as to how far the shortage of current lias affected industry 
and labour. Certainly ,want of power must affect the working of — 
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an industry or factory, and consequently, it must cause some difficulty 
to labour also. Apart from. that question, I want to place before 
this: House for its consideration the question whether this chronic 
shortage of electric power is not a matter for earnest consideration 
of this House and Government. Sir, the House must realise’ that 
there is a crude notion prevailing in the country that disafforestation 
” has affected 'the rainfall, It may be a crude and unscientific notion, 
But it is prevalent and widely accepted. I am also one of those. 
who believe that. 


Shri J. T. Morzes : What about sun -spots ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Jam nota scientist. [ am 
speaking from-the commonsense which we expect to be possessed 
by an average man. I believe, that the disafforestation of the 
High Ranges have affected rainfall. This disafforestation was done 
consciously or unconsciously by Government and the people. This 
fact is widely reported and widely believed. Disafforestation on 
a large scale has been done in recent years. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Any authority for this reason ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : It is widely reported and 
widely believed. I am only a member of the House and not an 
expert in these matters. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: Is the hon. Member aware that there 
was shortage of rainfall in the Madras State also recently ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is due to deforestation, 
Planting of trees should be encouraged. Experts in the Govern- 
ment of India have expressed the opinion that afforestation is the 
best remedy for getting more rainfall. The generating capacity 
has gone down in the Hydro-electric Stations. There.is a conse- 
quent shortage of current, For development of industry clectric 
current is very necessary. Current is the most essential thing. 
We have invested very large amounts on hydro-electric schemes. 
We have realised from very early times that electricity is essential _ 

“for industrial development. Theréfore, it is the ‘industrial .con- 
cerns that suffer much on account of this current shortage, Labours | 
ers who are employed in these concerns are almost out of work. 
Jt is our duty to find some practical method to counteract this. situ 
ation. This is an/important matter which ought to. “engage the 
attention of this House and our Government. Now I would -re« 
quest the House to: consider the feasibility of having sonte ‘thermal, 
Stations erected in this country to supplement the shortage of hydro- 
electric power, We. have set apart large amounts under the Five 
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Year Plan. Why not we attempt or think of erecting a few thermal 
stations in the country? It may supplement the current shortage 
which we chronically face in these summer months, I think it will 
be helpful to a considerable extent. These thermal stations may 
be erected throughout the country. There are certain cottage 

industries which are carried on by electricity. There are several 
, subsidiary industries which may be revived by the supply of electri- 
city. If the power from these thermal stations could not be used 
for major industries it may be used for these subsidiary industries. 
Both thermal stations and hydro-electric projects may be helpful’ 
for industrial advancement. "What the economic effect will be is 
‘a matter for.study and investigation. We cannot, in an offhand 
‘manner say that thermal stations shall be erected where there are 
lift irrigation schemes. 


Shri O. C. Ninan : May I know whether the member is 
of the opinion that thermal stations should be erected as a reserve .. 
to supply current when the other source is failing ? 


Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not exactly as a reserve 
but as an alternative source to supplement current. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: If it is not as areserve, howcan it 
- save the situation ? ; ee . . 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: It will be supplementary. 
When the production of current is low these thermal stations may 
be depended upon. There was a proposition. even in Madras that 
thermal stations must be built because the supply is failing. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: Does the member know that it must 
be kept as a reserve ? . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Whether Government has 
money for the purpose is a matter which I could not say, What I 
think is, that there was an announcement that there was a proposi- 
tion to supplement the Mettur Scheme by erecting thermal stations. 
We have for the last ten or fifteen’ years our hydro-electric projects 
and consequently a number of industries have been started... Now- 
adays people have. grown somewhat electric minded. Therefore, 
our demand for electric current is growing day by day. But our 
hydro-electric projects fail to supply sufficient quantity of electric | 
power. It is due to the scarcity of rain. As Mr. Munshi has 
suggested we should celebrate some vanamaholsavom. Afforesta- 
tion is the best means to bring more rain. But can we not set apart 
an amount from the five year plan for the erection of thermal 
stations ? That is a matter which I would like Government to 
consider . and investigate. I present these suggestions for - the 
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earnest consideration of this House, There are several areas that 
have begun to advance in industry. Such industries are likely: to 
suffer if this current shortage is to continue. We must also “have 
plan for industrial development in all areas, After the war, the five 
year plan and: the development of our industry depend naturally on 
the practical working of projects. Our agriculture ‘depends on 
_ irrigation projects, But the real solution of unemployment ini our 
country will be by industrial development. For industrial, develop- 
ment we should get cheap. electric power. When it is’ lacking is, 
it not our duty to sipplement it from sorte other source? There« 
fore I request this House and the Government to consider the question 
of erecting a few thermal stations also in our country, . 
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Mr. Deputy Speaker :- Do you press the motion ? 
Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Yes, Sir.

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Shri A. A. D. Luiz: After making this new arrangement, 
will the Government be permitted to avail themselves of ‘accom- 
modation from any other bank? 
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Shre. A A D. Luiz: Can. the hon-Member quote one or tw® 

instances where this Government have surrendered their rights ? 


Shri C. Achyutha Menon : That is exactly what I am going 
to do now. 
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‘*The present position is that the Provinces have _ the 
freedom to borrow in the open market in India except when 
they are indebted to the Centre. The most outstanding 
advantage of the freedom of borrowing is the sense of financial 
responsibility it creates ; for,. there is no more accurate, 
sensitive and dependable meter of the credit ofa borrowing 
Government than the reaction of the securities market. We 
do not therefore wish to’ withdraw this freedom. | Neverthe- 

- less, it is necessary to have some machinery which would ensure 
that borrowing Governments do not, by their competition, 
upset the capital market. This machinery is now provided 
through the Reserve Bank which advises al] the Governments, 
but in view of the ambitious programmes of development both 
by the Centre and by the Units, it may become necessary to set 
up some kind of expert machinery, both competent and defi- 
nitely empowered, to fix the order of priority of the borrow- ’ 
ings of the different Governments. In some countries, ° this 
co-ordination is effected either by a Ministerial Conference 
or by a Loans Council. Such machinery should not affect the 

. responsibility of a Government for its borrowing policy, and 

. should help only in.the timing of the loan and avoidance of 
unnecessary competition. The co-ordination by the Reserve 
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Bank has worked well in practice, and so long as it works well 
we do not recommend any change. We-assume that there will 
be no distinction between federating States and the Provinces — 
-in this respect.” 
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Mr. Speaker.: ‘The House will now rise and meet again 
after lunch. .

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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the motion sccks to invest 
the Indian Parliament with certain powers which _ this 
Legislature, under the Constitution, now enjoys. There is no denying 
that fact. Therefore, one feels certain difficulty in readily accoding to 
the proposal now placed before the House by the hon. Minister in 

. charge of Legislation. There are other considerations which have 
to be taken into account for disposing of this particular issue. It has 
been conceded that the present proposal is to alfect only future loans. 
As for the loans incurred by Government thus far, the Management 
will continue as hitherto in the hands of our Public Debts Depart- 
ment. I think I am right. To me it seems that the matter has not been 
definitely reserved so far as the motion is concerned. The motion if 
we read it as it is, will naturally affect the existing loans also. How that 
difficulty is going to be got over, how the application of the Central 
Legislation to the State of Travancore-Cochin is going to restrict it 
to future loans alone, I hope the hon.Minister will make plain. . Any 
way, care has to be taken if the idea is to’see that reservation is clearl 
provided because even though there may not be practical _lifficulties 
in respect of the agreement we have made with the Reserve Bank of 
India, the law has to be definite and certain and nothing done in. 
violation of the provision of law can be supported by any legislative 
body or persons. I proceed .on the assumption that that difficulty will 
be got over, i ,

. Then, another point that arises for consideration, as was pointed 
out by Mr, Achyutha Menon,’ is whether item 43: in the State list 
will be fully transferred over to the Central Parliament. 


Item 43 merely says “‘public.debt of the State.”’ The wording of | 
the résolution does not go so far, So far as matters covered by the Pub- 
lic Debt Act XVII of 1944 are concerned, this is how it reads. “Now 
therefore, this House hereby resolves in pursuance of Article 252 of the 
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‘Constitution of India, that the matters dealt within the Act aforesaid 
shall be regulated, in the State of Travancore-Cochin, by Act of 
Parliament, in so far as Government securities issued by the State 
Government aid the management of the public debt of the State 
Government are concerned, being matters falling within the scope of 
Entry 43 of the State List, namely, ‘Public Debt of the State’. Now 
the right to issue loans is effected by this resolution. That right is 
clearly declared in Article 293 (1)  ‘‘Subject to the provisions of this 
article, the executive power of a State extends to borrowing within the 
territory of India upon the security of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State within such limits, if any, as may from time to time be fixed by 
the Legislature of such State by law and to the giving of guarantees with 
in such limits, if any, as may be so fixed,’’ ‘‘Subject to the provisions’ 
-means certain provisions relating to loans laid down by the Government 
of India, We are not concermed with that just at present. I'take it, 
Sir, that this provision in Article 293 (1) will not in any way affect this 
resolution, even if it is accepted, and that that right will continue to 
be ours and the power of legislation in regard to that will be clearly 
vested in us. It is particularly so because the motion imerely says 
that ‘‘the matters dealt with in Act XVIII of 1944fare covered by this. ¢ 
Thereofore, I take for certain that this Article 293 is not sought to be 
affected at all in any way ; and in regard to item 43 of the list, even 
if that item is not fully transferred to the Central list it is not going 
to be affected. Matters affecting the management of the loan raised 
is quite different. Sir, [notice in the Public Debt Act XVIII of 1944 
the following : ‘‘Whereas it is expedient to consult and amend the 
law relating to Government Sccurities issued by the Central Govern- 
ment and the management of the Reserve Bank of India.’’ Even though 
the terms given are issued by the Government, I do not think that the 
right to raise Joans and to issue Government securities agrees in ac- 
cordance with the terms prescribed under-this Act. The right of 
raising loans is not contemplated to be affected by this proposal. . In 
that view the question ariscs —subject to these clear limitations, 
is it desirable that we agree to this proposal? : 


Sir, I wish to make a iéw observations. Our particular posi- 
tion today in regard to raising loans is this. Now the proposal 
is before this House.- Iam not for opposing it. At the same 
time, I should bring it to the notice of the hon. Finance 
Minister the very Salutary provision in Article 293 which I think 
he should have taken ‘note ~of before he brought forward this 
proposal. Tmean Article '293 which says that: The executive 
power ofa State extends to borrowing within the territory of 
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India upon the security of the Consolidated Fund of the States 
within such limits, if any as may from time to time be fixed 
by the Legislature of such State by law.’? This proposal is 
going to affect only future loans. [am afraid that something is 
under the’contemplation of the Government and the Finance 
Minister relating to the possibiity ox necessity or desirability of 
raising a loan in a not distant future. Lf that is so, Sir, he ought to 
consider the question of bringing in necessary législation to fix the 
- limits of any borrowing thatthe Government will have to resort to, 
In regard to the financial control, in spite of the provisions in the 
Constitution we all know that that control, so far as the Legis- 
lature is concerned, is not sufficiently effective. 1 don’t say 
whose fault itis. But under the provisions of the Constitution and 
the rules of procedure in regard to financial matters, no doubt, 
a certain amount of control is being exercised. But to me it 
" appears, Sir, that that control cannot be said to be effective. We 
should revise cur rules of procedure in such away that we should 
make such rules as effective as possible. Therefore; if any loan 
is to be vaised I hope the Government will place the matter before 
this House. Now that is the clear provision. in Article 293 that 
the limits of any borrowing should be fixed by the Legislature, 
I cannot say that it should be fixed from time to time by the Legis- 
Jature. Ifno limits are fixed, naturally, the result will be such, 
that the Executive will have full power to raise any loan that they 
may like. I hope that kind of interpretation the hon. Finance 
Minister. will not put upon these words if they resort to any bor- 
rowing at all. Particularly, it isa matter not only for the present 
Government but for future Governments also. Ifthere is any idea 
of borrowing any amount, that matter should be placed belore this. 
Legislature so that the views of the Legislature may be ascertained as 
to the limits beyond which they should not go, I think that will 
be the present ‘proposal. It will affect only the future debts. This 
provision in the Article should be complied with. ‘There are 
advantages and disadvantages as was pointed out by one hon. Member 
technically and theoretically. It is a surrender of the portion. of 
the rights that we now enjoy. But we cannot ignore that the 
Reserve Bank of India is constituted and is functioning today in regard 
to matters affecting our finances, and our loan dealings. In these 
circumstances and in view. of these facts one cannot say one’ does ~ 
not agree with this proposal. At the same. time when we feel 
that sections of the House should .be reasonable the Government 
' should also feel in equal sense of reasonableness in dealing with 
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the finances of the State in creating debts and obligations and liabi-. 
lities and so forth, I lay emphasis on this fact because on aformer 
occasion the Finance . Minister told.us that the Executive is bent 
‘upon exercising all the powers of the Executive. Of caurse, they 
have the right to doit. But within the-bounds of reason and in the. 
spirit in which the Constitution is constituted and particularly in: 
regard to matters affecting the rights of the’ peaple, Government 
should be careful to sec and feel such satisfaction as the whole 
section of this House may feel: That is the only way of giving 
satisfaction to this House. The Opposition group’ should also be 
made to feel that these are to be done reasonably, particularly 
in regard to financial matters. Government should be prepared 
to act inguch a way that there should be no reason to doubt not 
only their honesty but also their preparedness to take people into 
their confidence as fully as possible. 


At the same time, I wish also to refer to one or two things, 
Ifelt some doubt particularly in regard to one thing, Suppose we. 
want to issue certain securities, the Reserve Bank of'India, I hope, - 
will be prepared to fully _ co-operate ‘with us. For instance, 
in Travancore-Cochin, as elsewhere in India, we want to effect’some 
land reform. Ido not know what is going to happen. Suppose, 
excess land is to he taken from the land owners, Bonds may have 
to’ be issued in lieu of payment of compensation. Securities will 
have to be issued and then the Government of India and the 
Reserve Bank should not tell us ‘No, the-form in which -you want to 
issue these bonds or securities are not.acceptable to.us.’’-We will 
not countenance these things. But my main fear is-that our 
Government policy may not exactly be the policy of the Govern- 
ment of India. There may be occasions for-differences. We find 
that difference in the policy pursued by Sheik Abdullah in Kashmir 
and the general policy pursued in the rest of India, There may be 
occasions for differences of view and then in situations like that, and 
in conditions of things obtainable in various parts of India today, 
it is quite possible we should not be. under a disadvantage. We 
have put this matter into the hands of the Government of India 
and the Reserve Bank = My plea, Sir, is that! everybody should 
be reasonable. If we want a particular course to be adopted 
and the co-operation of the Government of India and the ’ 
Reserve Bank should be required in this connection. I hope, . Sir, 
that the co-operation in all reasonable matters will be forthcoming. 
When we trust others, however influeritial and high-placed they 
may be, in our own affairs, we expect in return ‘reasonable and 
effective co-operation, -This I mention because I want to avoid any | 
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kind of rub when we think of taking reasonable steps on important 
matters. I hope that difficulty will not arise. For the time being, 
the Finance Minister and the Treasury Bench may give us some 
assurance. But that kind of assurance will not be of much value, 
A’ good deal depends on persons with whom we deal. I hope, 
Sir, this motion will not put us into difficulties, but, at 
‘the same time, would help us. Once again urge the Finance 
Minister on the desirability of giving effect to that relevant part of 
‘the provision under Article 293 of the Constitution. With these words, 
Isupport the motion, 
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"Minister for Finance and Civil Supplis (Shri Panampilli 
Govinda Menon) : I wish to make a few observations on this: 
motion, ; oe 
It may be recollected, Sir, that during the last session . of the. 
Legislature, I gave notice to introduce the self-same resolution it 
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this House. Before the resolution. was moved, the hon. Member 
from Trivandrum and certain others of the House asked me about 
the implications of the resolution and requested me to consider whe- 
ther it will bring any trouble to our State in the future.Out of anxiety 
to look into the matter once again, | accepted that advice, withdrew 
or rather did not move the resolution and looked further into the 
matter. After having looked further into the matter, Government 
came to the conclusion that nothing will be lost, but on the other 
hand, a good deal will be gained by passing this resolution in this 
House. That is the reason why Government has come forward with 
this motion at this meeting of the Legislature. [ agree with the hon, 
Member. for Trivandrum and also the Member from Trichur that 
technically, here is a surrender of the legislative power to the 
Parliament. Technically only, but, at the same time, [ wish to 
make it perfectly clear that the functions allotted to the State 
Government under Article 292 of ‘the Constitution continue to be 
dxercised in the fullest measure. Article 292 provides that the 
State Government will have absolute powers, subject to certain 
conditions and certain contingencies, in the matter of borrowing. 
That power is not at all interfered with by this resolution, The hon. 
Member from Trivandrum made a point that whenever in future 
the Government proposed to raise new loans, Government will 
honour the spirit underlying Article 292 of the Constitition and take 
the concurrence of the Legislature. Government will certainly 
bestow the utmost anxiety on that matter. That is all that I can 
state on this occasion. 


The hon. Member from Trivandrum raised a question as to how 
the management of existing loans can be reserved to be dealt with by 
the State Government. On that matter, I will now point out to. 
the hon. Members of this Housé that the provisions of the Public 
Debt Act of 1944, so far as the Reserve Bank is concerned, are 
only enabling provisions and not mandatory provisions. There are 
only two or three places in the Act, where the name of the Reserve 
Bank comes in and wherever it comes in, it is stated that the Reserve 
Bank may do certain things. In that sense, it is only an enabling 
provision. 

.. Shri A. Thanu Pillai: But we do not know what . the rules 
provide. . , os 

‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Under the rules also 
it isso. The rules, as the hon. Member knows, cannot go against 
the. provisions of the Statute. This Government, as I stated on at 
earlier occasion today, entered into an agreement with the Reserve 
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Bank regarding the management of its public debts. ‘in the agree- 
ment it has already been reserved that as regards. the public debt 
which is outstanding on the date of the agreement, this Govern- 
ment may conduct departmentally, in whole or in part, the manage- ~ 
ment of such public debt. So long as that provision is there, 
and in the light of the fact that the Public Debt Act of 1 944 


. contains only an enabling provision so far as the Reserve Bank is 


concerned, there will be absolutely no’ difficulty in the finance 
department managing the existing public loans of the State. ‘ 


Lam extremely unhappy that the hon. Member from Trichur 


‘chose to oppose this motion. Ihave great regard for his intelli- 


gence and for his moderation and thought that the intelligence and 
the moderation, which he often brings to bear upon his speeches’ 
and. discussions in this Assembly, would have persuaded him to 
support the motion before the House. Now, he raised various 
matters which, with the utmost deference to him, I must state, 
are irrelevant to the,subject under discussion. He stated, for exam- 


ple, that the financial provisions of the Constitution have not been 


enacted with due regard to the interests ofthe State, He said that 


. the representatives of the State blundered in entering into certain 


financial agreements with the Centre. He can ‘certainly hold that 


-opinion, but I can only say that Ido ‘not agree with him. I do not 


want to dilate on that matter, because it is not relevant tothe 
matter under discussion. He questioned my statement when I said 
that the Reserve Bank isa national bank. Istated that the Reserve 
Bank is a national pank in this sense: . qreviously the Reserve Bank 
of India was a shareholders’ bank also. There were private persons 
who held large shares in the Reserve Bank of India. But one of the 
first things that the national Government of #India did was to | 


“nationalise the Reserve Bank in the sense that the interests of the 


private people in the bank were eliminated, and the Reserve Bank 


~begame, by that Act, the property of the nation. It became an 


institution of the nation, managed under orders and directions of 
the Government of India. In that sense it is a national bank. There 


_ may. be differences of opinion between people as to whether the 


policies followed by the Reserve Bank from time to time are 
calculated to the best interests of the nation, That is a matter on 
which again, I do not want to enter into an argument. ~ Just ‘as 
there’ may be'differences of opinion regarding the policeis of the 
national Government of India, so also there may be.differences of 
opinion about the policies followed from’ time to time by any other 
national institution. But it is not, Sir, relevant to the discussion 
which we are now having. a 
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The Member for Trichur further stated that the Reserve 
Bank is trying to helq the big capitalists of India rather than the 
middle class people. That again isa matter on which I do not want 
to talk. As pointed out by the hon. Deputy President, thé 
functions of the Reserve Bank are not those of an erdinary bank, 
-Under the Banking Companies Act, which has come into force even 
in our State from the rst April 1951, the Reserve Bank has got 
certain duties with respect to the Banking Companies in our State 
also. Inthe exercise of those powers some of the banking companies 
in our ‘State said that they are expericucing some difficulties. That 
matter has been taken up by this Government withe the 
Reserve Bank of India, There isno reason to think that the Reserve 
Bank of India, which is invested with powers for safeguarding the 
interests of the banking companies in our country , will not pay due 
attention to the points of view put forward to them. That, Sir, is - 
no reason why we should not invoke the services of the Reserve 
Bank for certain purposes which alone are contemplated by the reso- 
lution before this House. 
From the speeches made by some hon, Members, particularly 
by the Member from Ulloor and the Member from Perumbavoor, 
*Tfelt that there-is some confusion regarding the object and the 
consequences of this resolution. Now lct me restate my position, 
because I do not want anybody in this State or outside to gain the 
impression that there are people who have not understood 
what we are out to do and who. feel apprehensions in that matter. 
Now, what. we propose to do by this resolution is to constitute the 
Reserve Bank of India as our agents, as our servants for certain. pur- 
oses, One of the words used in the agreement is that the Reserve 
Bank shall conduct such agency, i. ¢., agency with respect to the 
management of the Public Debt of the State—subject to such order} 
and directions with regard to the general management thereo 
as may, from time to time, be given to the bank by the Govern- 
ment. The provision, therefore, is that the Reserve Bank of India, 
_asaresult of this House passing this resolution, will begin to func 
tion as anagent of the State Government of ‘Travancore-Cochin in 
the matter of the management of the Public Debt of this State, 
subject to the directions! given by the State. Government from time 
to-time. Is-there then, Sir, any reason why any Member of this 
House. should feel that by passing this resolution any of the rights, 
real or fancied, which the people of the State or the Govern- 
ment of the State are having in this matter, are being surrendered? 
Ibeg to state, Sir, that there is absolutely no reason why we should 
ieel so, After’ all, the functions of the Government have become 


] 
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complex and complicated, and ever arid ever more, every Govern.’ 
ment will have to requisition the services of expert persons and” 
bodies in the transaction of their business. “What is sought to be 
done by this resolution is -only to requisition as our agents, the 
Reserve Bank of India in the, management ‘of the Public Debt of 
the State under directions issued by the State Government from 
time to time. oo . . 


Again , Sir, let me recount what is meant {by the management 
of the Public Debt of the State. What are the functions, what 
are the actions-which the Reserve Bank of India will have to do in 
what is compendiously called the management of the Public Debt 
of this State? They. are enumerated; and there may be other 

- functions which are not enumerated but of that nature. The 
‘Reserve Bank of India, as a result of the agreement between 
it and this Government regarding the.management of. the Public 
Debt of the State, will have ‘‘to collect and pay interest’. Is ita 
wrong thing to say that a bank with branches all over India and a 
bank ‘which is a national bank, shall collect and pay interest. to its 
subscribers? So, the bank shall collect and pay interest and also’ 
_principal. Then it is provided that the management of the Public 
Debt of the State will include ‘‘consolidation, division, conversion, 
cancellation and renewal of securities’’.’ If there is a person who 
’ Kids come to possess half a dozen securities ‘under the loan, then it- 
will be ‘open ‘to the Reserve Bank to consolidate all the securities 
for convenience, and convert them ‘into one security ; thea cancel 
the securities and divide them or renew the securities. "These are 
the functions for which under this resolution, if passed, this Gov- 
ernment is going to set up the Reserve Bank as its agent. ‘‘Keeping 
of registers regarding the public loans’? will be another function. 
Then, ‘‘conduct all correspondence incidental thereto.” There 
will-be hundreds and thousands of subscribers and they will be cor- 
responding with respect to their loan, and it is provided that the . 
Reserve Bank will attend to that correspondence. Thus, Sir, 
these are the most important enumerated functions of the Reserve 
Bank in regard tothe management of the Public Debt of the State. 
This, and this alone, Sir, is what is understood by our constituting : 
the Reserve Bank of India as our agent to manage the Public Debt . 
of the.State. In order to effectuate — this purpose, in order. to. 
carry out this very-legitimate and moderate purpose, in order to 
see that it is done without irregularity or illegality, it has been 
-found’ ‘that the Public Debt “Act of 1944 should be made appli-_ 
cable ‘to our State; and under Section 252 of the Constitution that 
cannot be done tnless this House passes a resolution to that effect, . 
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[Shri Panampilli Govinda enon: | 


Nine other Indian States, some of which are Part A States, have 
passed similar resolutions. Agreements like the one which we have 
entered into with the Reserve Bank of India have been entered into 
by three or four major States in India, Again, Sir, Jet there be no 
misunderstanding that this resolution is being moved because some- 
body else wanted us to do so, or because the Government of India 
wanted us to do so. The Government of India have interest in 
this matter. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I know whether the part A State 
passed similar resolutions before the Constitution or after? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Part A States have 
passed resolutions. Ihave one before me, where the Madras Legis- 
lature passed a resolution, either in 1947 or 1948, when my friend, 
Shri Gopala Reddi, was Finance Minister there. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: So, it was before the Constitution 
came into force. My question is whether the practice existing 
before the Constitution has been validated by the President or 
whether the States passed their resolutions after the Constitution 
came into force? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Before the Constitu- 
‘tion , the matter was governed byacertain Section of the Government 
of India Act of 1935 under which also it was necessary that the 
State Legislatures should pass resolutions like this. The matter con- 
tines to be governed by the same substantial provision. Therefore, , 
what I stated was that what we proposed to do is done at our own 
instance in order to see that the management of our Public Debt is 
done in an up-to-date way by abody competent to do so, namely, the 
Reserve Bank of India. There is nothing sinister behind this, 
there is nothing wrong behind this and in patsing this resolution 
and enabling the Reserve Bank of India to act as our agents on ~ 
this behalf, we are not surrendering any of our rights or giving 
up any of our privileges. In these circumstances, Sir, [ would. 
request every section of the House, every Member of the House: 
to lend his support to this resolution and pass it unanimously. 

Mr. Speaker: May I know whether it is the desire of 
the Opposition to divide the House on this resolution? 

Shri T. V. Thomas: It may be put to vote. 


Mr. Speaker: The question before the House is whether 
this House adpots the motion as moved by the Finance Minister. 
I put it in that ‘way because some technical doubts were felt about 
this motion having the force of a resolution. 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It has been worded 
as a resolution. 


Mr. Speaker: Anyhow, I will put the motion for the 
acceptance of the House.

Minister for Medicine and Public Health: (Shri V. Madhavan); 
The amendment’ of Shri C. Achyutha Menon is as follows: 
For Clause 7 (d) substitute the following:

‘because I cremember the case of one doctor who was in 
service and who was dismissed because he did not pull together 


-with the head of the department, and-he had go to out of service, 


Hs was one of the most successful doctors at Chengannur. He 
was sent ouit, not because of his professional misconduct, not 
because of his illegal acts, but because the then Government and the 
then head of the Medical Department did not pull happily to- - 
gether with the ‘particular doctor. He. was sent out of service. As 
a matter of fact, that doctor was a very efficient doctor of this 
General Hospital and from this General Hospital he was sent to 
the District Hospitals too. I happened to know him, and I even 
now honestly believe that it was with a certain amount of vindic- 
tiveness that the, authorities then in power dismissed him. And 
the further point is that he was a very successful-medical practitioner 
and also a very popular medical practitioner... The whims and fancies 
of the authorities may sometimes lead them to dispense with the 
services of.or dismiss men employed under them. That is a legi- 
timate authority of the Government. But what we have to look 


“into here is whether it is due to his misconduct in the profession. 


If he is charged with some professional misconduct, there.is-the 
Medical Council with the right to expel him from the Council. 
And as long as he is qualified: and as long as he is a registered medical - ° 
practitioner, he'is entitled to be elected to the Council, and he 


’ should not be disqualified because he was subjected toa. dismissal 


by his superiors. The service is not so very safe in spite of our 
believing that there -is ‘statutory protection for the Government 


+ 
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servants. Yet, there are ever so many methods by which a sub 
ordinate can be dismissed by the departmental head. Insubordina- 
tion may be a fault as far as the Government servants are concerned. 
But insubordination as such is no faule for the medical profession. 


Shri N. P. Varghese: Has not the Constitution given safe- 
guards for the whims and fancies of Government? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It may be so. But insubordination 
isa fault for which he could be dismissed. But that does not deny 
him the right to be in the Medical Council. He may not bea 
desirable Government servant, but he is not an undesirable medical 
‘practitioner. That is the distinction which I want to draw. There 
may be cases where a particular individual may be an undesirable 
Government servant, but at the same time that need not lead to 
the conclusion that he is an undesirable niedical practitioner, nor 
an undesirable medical practitioner to be in the Medical Council. 
So, why should that penalty be imposed onhim? Asa rule, when 
we are making law, we should not subject an innocent man toa 
penalty, an undesirable penalty on any individual. This is a penalty, 
Why should you enforce that penalty simply because a man is not 
liked or was subjected. to dismissal by his superior. That is my view 
of the matter. 

Shri A. A. D. Luiz: Does the hon. Member think that a 
dismissal effected by the Government should be ignored by the 
Medical Council? ; 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: By dismissal, he has no right to 
be. in Government service. But that does not carry anythin 
further, That is what I said, Dismissal may be for some defal- 
cation of some crime, or for some action which does not carry 
any criminal act. AsI said at the very outset, IJ was prompted to 
make these remarks, because I happened to know a case like that,

But how 
can they be given ,the privilege they are not entitled to get? 
Who is to determine the medical qualification, I ask? Who is to 
certify that they have qualification or not? If this amendment is 
passed Government may appoint anybody they want. What is the 
use of appointing people who have no qualification? What is the 
‘purpgse that can be served by such appointments? What is the 
distinction between a qualified medical practitioner and a 
registered medical practitioner?

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN NURSES AND MIDWIVES 
BILL—(contd.) 


Minister for Medicine and Public Health (Sbri V. Madhavan): 
I move that the Travancore-Cochin Nurses and Midwives Bill be 
referred to a Select Committee, 


Minister for Local Self-Government (Shri K. Kochuluttan): 
J second it. 


Shri K, Balakrishna Menon: Sir,I appreciate the principle 
underlying this Bill, but I do not agree with the Government 
regarding the necessity of having a separate Bill for midwives 
and nurses. In my view, the purposes of this Bill could very 
well be served by the Medical Practitioners Bill the scope of 
which could be widened, and representation to the nurses and 
midwives may be given. . 


The object of this Bill, if Ihave understood it correctly, is practi- 
cally the same as that of the Medical Practitioners Bill. That is, 
both these Bills seek to-establish an efficient medical system in the 
State. Now, doctors are as much a necessary part of the medical 
system as the midwives and nurses. You cannot have anyone of 
them non-co-operating with the other sections of the medical 
service. In fact, one is the complement of the other. If that is 
so, I do not see why there should be a separate organization for 
the midwives and nurses. You can as well have one of their 
representatives in the Council constituted under the Medical 
Practitioners Bill. 


Shri N, P. Varghese : Has not the Central Government consti~ 
tuted two Councils ? 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: That is no justification why we 
should doit. Perhaps it is a wrong precedent which should not 
be followed. ‘ 


What I find from the Medical Practitioners Bill is that the 
Council provided by the Bill controls the work, training, etc., of 
medical practitioners. The same functions are contemplated 
under this Bill also. That beingso why should we disintegrate 
the component parts of the medical system and try to organise _ 
them as though on trade union lines? Is it not much-better to 
have a sort of integration and co-ordination among them ? Would. 
it not’be very conducive for promoting a more.efficient medical 
system in the State ? For these reasons, I would suggest ‘that

the Government may very well consider the possibility of inte- 
grating the salient features of this Bill withthe Medical Practiti- 
oners Bill and completely give the go-by to the present Bill as 
such, Our aim is not to multiply laws as far as possible. Ibelieve 
it is possible also to serve the same purpose in view by integrating 
the necessary provisions. in this Bill with those in the Medical 
Practitioners Bill. This point may be considered by the Govern- 
ment. ; , 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: I am mostly in agreement with the 
views expressed by the hon. Member from Vadakanchery. This 
is a Bill inseparably connected with the Medical Practitioners 
Bill, The latter has already been sent to the Select Committee. 
This Bill is intended for training and registration of nurses and 
midwives. It is mostly the Medical Department which can decide 
what sort of training these nurses should have and what should 
be the qualifications for registration. So I think it would be 
proper to send this Bill also to the same Select Committee with 
the instruction that, if necessary, they may amalgamate the two. 
Bills into one comprehensive Bill, as the hon. Member remarked. 

_As the position stands at present, I think it will only multiply 
legislation if we have these two-Bills. . os 


Further I do not see any reason to agree with the Kalloop- 
para Member to have Panchayat members also in the Council.

Shri 0, C. Ninan:_ May I know what the members of the

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Shri O, C. Ninan: They are represented in the. Council 
under the Medical Bill also. 


Shri E. P. Varghese: What I feel is that we need not repre- 
sent all sorts of people in these Councils. Of course, it is quite 
understandable that members who are interested in Municipali- 
ties will say that Municipalities should be represented; while’ 
members who are interested in Panchayiats will say that Pancha- 
yat members should be included among the members of the 
Council. But what I ask is ; how are these people going to assist 
in the work of the Council. "There may bé some, of course, who - 
may have something real to contribute, members of Municipal 
Councils, who may be doctors for example. But generally, such 
persons are not very useful in such Councils. It is the medical 
men who are the most competent to decide these matters. Along 
with them in the Council contemplated under the Medical Prac- 
titioners Bill, we may include midwives and nurses and have a 
comprehensive council. I think we must try to minimise the 
number and strength of such Councils to the minimum. I must 
not be understood to be finding fault with the Government for 
bringing up a separate Bill. My suggestion is that this Bill may be 
sent to the same select committee as is considering the Medical 
Practitioriérs Bill, because both Bills are allied. almost insepara- 
bly, as I said at the beginning. Medical practitioners cannot do 
away with nurses and midwives. We may well leave this integra- 
tion if possible to the Select Committee. _ ; 


At this stage, I do not want to make any observation on the 
provisions of the Bill. Moreover there are not very many provi- 
sions which are objectionable. 


* Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan: I oppose the views expressed 
by the preceding speakers advocating integration of the two bills, 
In the first place, the Medical Practitioners’ Bill deals with medi- 
cal practice as a whole, and the various systems of medical 
practice. The Midwives and Nurses Bill comes only under one of 
the syStems. Therefore I feel that the two Bills cannot be inte-.- 
grated. Secondly the Medical Practitioners’ Bill contemplates 
a Council with a large membership. In such a Council, the 
number of midwives and nurses would necessarily be compara- 
tively small, and would not afford proper representation. In 
view of that also, it would not be advisable to integrate the two 
Bills. There is, of course, ho objection to sending the two Bills: 
to the same Select Committee. _ 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I wish to say a word about this Bill. 
Practically all that I wanted to say has been said by one hon.’ 
Member or another here. SO 


This Bill is one providing for the registration of nurses and. 
midwives. The suggestion that was made here was that the 
council contemplated to be constituted under this Bill may well be -- 
the medical council under the Medical Practitioners Bill, because 
there is a good deal of common membership in both the councils. 

J also think that, after all, one council will do because. this Bill 
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provides only for nurses and midwives under the Allopathic 
system. Now an objection was raised that the other Bill provides 
for other sets of practitioners also. But I do not think that 
makes for a great difficulty...... ‘ 


Shri E. P. Varghese: May I point out that the Homeopathic 
system may have a separate council. 


Shri*A, Thanu Pillai: Yes; for homeopathy, there might 
be a separate council. There is already in that Bill a proposal 
to have different council for Eastern Medicine. So that does not 
in any way militate against having a common council. Even 
though I do not want to dogmatize, that is an aspect of the 
matter that should receive the attention of the Select Committee. 
I also agree with Shri Varghese in thinking thatthe same Select 
Committee should deal with this Bill, because if, eventually they 
find that this Billis not at all necessary and the necessary pro- 
visions may be incorporated in the other Bill, the same council 
functioning in respect of both the bills, they may do so. Let us 
not, at the outset provide against that contingency; if the Select 
Committee arrives at that conclusion, let them be free to do it. 
At any rate, the same Select Committee should consider the two 

ills, 


As for the composition of the council contemplated under 
the Medical Practitioners ‘Bill’ it consists of the Surgeon General 
and practitioners of medicines with experience; why not have 
also some nurses and midwives who are leading members in 
their line, with experience and great technical skill. I do not 
think there is anything militating against that idea. 


One word about the point raised by the member for Sher- 
tallai.. I think there is very ggeat force in what she said: Here 
Clause 32 provides: 


“No person other than a nurse or midwife registered under 
this Act shall practise or hold himself out either directly . 
or by implication as a practising nurse or midwife....” 


That is a very «wholesome provision, no doubt. ' But what 
are the conditions in the country today? We cannot forget that 
in this context. The Bill would penalise anybody who: is not 
qualified to practise under the Bill. Are we in a position to do 
so? Can we penalise a woman without the necessary qualifica- 
tion who is practising some kind of midwifery in the rural parts 
of this State? I would most definitely welcome the. suggestion 
that-they should be prohibited to practise. But at the same 
time, we should consider whether we have provided. enough 
midwives, so that we may so prohibit them. Until we have pro- 
vided-enough midwives throughout the state, how can we say 
that a woman who has been carrying on this kind of work, how- 
ever unqualified and unskilled she may be, should be penalised ? 
When I say this, let me not bejunderstood to be standing up for 
any kind of-quack professional{practice. It is not that. We 
know as a matter of fact that theref are in the village areas, 
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women of some experience who go about attending to. delivery. 
cases. Can they be penalised? It is a matter which must be 
viewed very seriously. My suggestion is that we should first 
see that enough nurses are provided throughout the State with 
as little delay as possible. There isno use legislating for a set 
of conditions which do not really exist. You want only qualified. 
midwives to attend to delivery cases, but atthe same time, you 
are not able to provide enough midwives. What is the proposal 
that the Government have in regard to this? I know that. they 
are training some midwives now and then: But that does not 
solve the problem. The Government must have a. definite 
scheme to provide the necessary number of midwives within a 
fixed period of time, say two or three years. I do not insist.on 
the nurses to the same extent. But midwives must be made 
available. I do not know how many midwives would be neces- 


sary. I find the member in charge of the Bill had also-nothing: 


to. say on- that aspect of the. question. He was dwelling at: 
length on the undesirability of unqualified people attending to 
delivery cases. But what we expect him is to answer the ques- 
tions how many midwives we want.in the country; how many we 


have at present, how many more he proposes to produce during. 


a stipulated time. Of course, if he should get conscious support 
for this provision, he must beable to tell us that he would see 
to it that adequate facilities are given to produce the necessary 
number of midwives. I donot know whatis the duration of the 
course. I think itis three years. Some friends here say it fs 
six months. If that isso, I do not know what they are going to 
pick up in six months’ time. Even if we cannot have a full 
course, let us try to equip them with knowledge that is absolutely 
essential to their avocation. For example, I feel that a Know- 
ledge of physiology or anatomy and similar subjects may not be 
essential to them; but they should get training in some of the 
subjects most essential. What would be the minimum time re- 
quired to give them that training? We cannot, of course, have 
perfection everywhere. In a case of necessity like this, we must 
be content with giving the minimum equipment necessary for. 


practising the profession. Considering all these, how many mid-- 


wives can you produce and in what time can you produce them. 
The hon. Minister must be able to say that. Otherwise he cannot 
be taken to be sincere: or even honest. I am not saying that 
Mr. Madhavan is dishonest. What I am driving at is, that apart 
from this law, we must have enough midwives throughout the 
State and that in as short a time as possible. What is the pro- 
vision he is going to make for that ? With these words, I support 
the principles of this Bill, with this reservation, whether this Bill 
is necessary as an independent Bill, apart from the Medical 
Practitioners ‘Bill, and even if this Bill is necessary, whether it 
is necessary to have a ‘separate council for each of the two Bills.

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN IRRIGATION TANKS 
(PRESERVATION AND IMPROVEMENT) 
BILL. 


Chief Minister (Shri A.J. John): I beg to presentjthe report 
of the Select Committee on the Travancore-Cochin Irrigation 
Tanks (Preservation and Improvement) Bill) I move that the 
Bill, as revised by the Select Committee, be taken up for con- 
sideration. 


Minister for Home Affairs (Shri T.M, Varghese): I second it. 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, I move ‘that. the Bill be recom: 
mitted to the Select Committee for consideration without limita- 
tion. The reasons to move this motion are the following. 


There is nothing i in the Act to show that there is already an 
irrigation Act in force. Under that Act irrigation tanks are 
classed as Major tanks, Minor tanks and Petty tanks. Major 
tanks are those which are two hundred acres and above in extent 
and those falling between 200 and 5 acres aré classed as. 
minor tanks. Government has undertaken the repair and main- 
tenance of the major tanks and they occasionally repair the 
minor irrigation tanks also and leave the rest of the irrigation 
tanks to the ryots. So far as the petty irrigation tanks are con- 
cerned, Government have never taken up the duty and responsi- 
bility of maintaining these tanks. But now itseems that Govern- 
ment intend to bring -private tanks also within the scope of this 
Bill. If that is so, some.other question has also to be considered. 
If the Government has the intention -to bring private tank also 
within the scope of this Bill, then two things have to be borne in 
mind, First of all Government must, by this Bill or by some 
other enactment, get the power to declare all these as irrigation 
tanks. Unfortunately, there is no such provision in this Bill. 
Clause 3 only says that : 


‘The Government may, for the purpose of notifying irrigation 
tanks under this Act, require by notification in the 
Gazette, the persons in possession of tanks, wells, canals 
eries or other reservoirs used for the storage of water 
for purposes of cultivation, to furnish to the Collector 
within specified periods particulars of thé said tanks, 
canals, wells, eries or other reservoirs used for the 
storage of water for purposes of cultivation, in such form 
as may be prescribed. , 


| ‘Sub-Clause 2 says: 


‘Government may, for the. purpose of determining whether a 
tank, well, canal, eri or other reservoir used for the 
storage of water for purposes of cultivation shall be 
deemed fit to be notified as an irrigation tank for the 
purposes of this Act, cause such enquiries to be made as 
they may consider necessary.’ 


All these doubt confer upon Government the power to de- 
elare any tank.an irrigation tank. My submission is that there 
should be some provision enabling Government to make such | 
declarations and any procedure of Government without such h pro- 
vision will be ultra ‘vires. 
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Then there is another thing. When private tanks are taken 
over by Government, the question of compensation naturally. 
arises. Under Art. 31of the Constitution no property can be 
taken possession of or acquired without compensation. Any 
acquisition contrary to this will be regarded as curtailment of 
the fundamental rights of the citizen. The property can be taken 
possession only after paying compensation. This Bill is lacking 
_in such a provision. Therefore,. my submission is that the 
bill is defective in these two respects and soI move that the Bill 
be recommitted to the Select Committee for inclusion of these 
provisions. : 

Shyi K, Balakrishna Menon: In a sense I am seconding the 
motion. Incidentally I would bring to the notice of the House 
certain legal aspects of the validity of the Bill in its present 
form. I believe that my friend has in view Art. 31 (2) when 
he stated the bill would offend the constitution. He has not 
made any reference to the subsequent amendment to Art. 31. 
Article 31 A. amended reads as follows : 


‘Saving of laws providing for acquisition of estates, ete :—~ 


(1) Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing provisions of 
this Part, no law providing for the acquisition by the 
State of any estate or of any rights therein or for the - 

-extinguishment or modification of any such rights 
shall be deemed to be void on the ground that it is in- 
consistent with, or lakes away or abridges any of the 
rights conferred by, any provisions of this Part. 


(2) In this article,— ; 

(a) the expression “estate” shall, in relation to any 
local area have the same meaning as that expression 
or its local equivalent has in the existing law relat- 
ing to land tenures in force in that area, and shall 
also include any jagir, inam, or muafior other 
similar grant.” a 

Now the question is this. What definition are we going to 
’ put on the term “estate”. Are we going to have it applied in its 
generic sense, that isto say, including all what a man possesses as 
. “property” corporeal or incorporeal or in its restricted sense such 
as Zamindari estate. If it is only in the restricted sense, my sub- 
mission is that this will have to be declared invalid in as much 
as Art: 13 (2) of the Constitution would operate. I say that 
this aspect df the question is necessarily to be considered for this 
reason 5 that in the process of enforcing this present legislation 
we have necessarily to deprive the possession of the occupant 
temporarily or permanently. :- ; rs 
Now I would: invite the attention of the House to the signi- 
ficance of the two. terms used in Art. 31 (2). . 
“No property, movable or immovable, including any interest 
in, or in any company owning, any commercial or indu- 
strial: undertaking, shall be taken possession of or 
acquired....ecc.00 ” 
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What exactly is meant by making this distinction between 
acquisition and possession? Doesthe one connote the other; or 
does the term “taking possession” mean only the temporary 
taking possession of the property? If it is only the temporary 
taking possession of the property my submission is that in the 
restricted sense which we are going to give the term “estate” in 
31 A -will not apply and necessarily this bill has to be accompani- 
ed by compensation. If that is not done, probably the law will be 
challenged especially when the Government are going to invest 
-huge amounts of.money. I take it that no owner is going to 
improve the land; so that whenever there is a failure on the 
part of the owner to improve the tank, Government will have 
necessarily to take over temporary possession of the tank and 
improve the property at their own expense. And later on if 
Government take action against him to realise the improvement 
charges, he might go to.a court of law. The court of law-can 
declare that the law is void and then Government will stand to 
lose a huge amount of money. In this connection I would 
request that we may be enlightened on this point by the learned. 
Advocate-General.

This isthe amendment: “In clause 6, sub-clauses (1) and 
(2) delete the word ‘Collector’ wherever found and substitute 
the word ‘Panchayat’ in their places with necessary correspond- 
ing changes in their pronouns.” 


Mr. Speaker: The purport of the amendment is the same. 
The most important section is section 6. If the word ‘Collector’. 
be substituted by the word ‘Panchayat’, practically the 
Collector becomes a non-entity. - 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: ‘That is for the actual purpose 
of taking possession. Instead of the Collector doing it, the 
panchayat will be doing it. ; 

Shri A.J. John: Atthe end of clause 6, itis said that “th 
expenses incurred by the Collector in the execution of such work 
shall be recoverable from the person who was required to. 
execute the work as arrears of land revenue.” etc. So the 
panchayat gets all the powers of the Collector to recover the 
amount under the Revenue Recovery Act and to decide the 
matter also. “If the person so required fails to restore the irrl- 
gation tank to its original state, the Collector may without pre-. 
judice to any other action that may be taken under this Act 
cause such work to be executed,” etc. So those powers of th 
Collector also will have to be given to the panchayats. © «= 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: In the usual process of realising 
these debts under the Revenue Recovery Act, the official con- 
cerned will be naturally doing it. The reference is only to be made- 
by the panchayat. - oo 

Shri A, J. John: The power to collect may be entrusted to a 
lower authority, but the power to decide the question has to be 
vested with the Collector. That is what I am saying. : 
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Shri K, Balakrishna Menon: I would like to make a suge 
gestion. ; 


Mr, Speaker : As matters stand, I may inform the hon,- 
Member, that no purpose will be served by accepting-this amend- 
ment without the whole Bill being recast. All the powers of the 
Collector contemplated under Section 6 are sought to be given to 
Panchayat. It comes to that. I think the object of the learned 
mover cannot be achieved by accepting these amendments. The 
explanation of the learned Member is that some of the powers 
of the Collector may be exercised by the Panchayat. That seems 
to be in his mind. But what isin his mind cannot be achieved 
by accepting these-amendments unless the whole Bill is recast. 


ShriP. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, even if the definition of 
panchayats is accepted, there willbe no consequential difficulty 
The hon. Member in charge of the Bill pointed out that the pro- 
posed amendment to clatse 6, namely, to substitute the word 
“Panchayat” for the word “Collector” in clause 6, would bring 

* in further complications. I would like to say Sir, that the sub- 
stitution does not in any way bring in difficulties There are two 
different aspects of the matter. Under clause 3, the right of 
declaring a private tank to be an irrigation tank jis given to the 
Collector.

Thatis not sought to be disturbed by the mover of the 
amendment. What he wants is that the execution, restoration 
and repair of the irrigation tank should be done by the Pancha- 
yat.. That.is what is intended by the amendment. In doing that, 
one difficulty was pointed out. In the last sentence of sub- 
clause (1) of Clause 6, it is provided”that the expenses incurred 
by the Collector in the execution of such work shall be recover- 
able from the person: who was required to execute the work, as 

arrears of land revenue under the provisions of the Travancore-- 
Cochin Revenue Recovery Act, 1951. If the amendment is ac- 
cepted, the arrears will -be realised by the Panchayats from the .; 
party under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery. Act. What. 
is the harm in it? Itis not necessarily exercising the rights of 
the Collector. Even in the Excise Department, if there are 
arrears of revenue, it is provided that they may be realised under. 
the Revenue Recovery Act. That is the authorities under that: 
Act will recover the arrears. uo 


Shri N. P. Varghese: Will you kindly read the previous - 
sentence also? ~ 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Ihave read it. “The Collector 
may-enter or authorise the entry into the irrigation tank and:.. 
‘the lands adjacent to it of such. persons as may be. necessary for- . 
the execution of such “work.” As amended, the sentence will-. 
read “The Panchayat may enter or authorise the entry into the © 
irrigation tank and the lands. adjacent to it of.such persons.as 
may be necessary for the execution of such work.” - . Lee 
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Shri N. P. Varghese: If you say that the amendment will 
suit, it is all right. 

Shri P. S. Natavaja Pillai: It will authorise somebody under 
the Panchayat to make the entry. I think it will lead to sub- 
stantial gain and avoidance of real hardship in the country. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : The whole bill will have to be recast. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: A certain amount of: recasting 
will be necessary but it will not distort the provisions. There 
may be a necessity for consequential changes but it is not clear 
that by this substitution the whole bill will become meaningless. 
On the other hand some slight changes may be necessary, I 
hope, Sir, that the House will appreciate the avoidance of hard- 
ship and the facility in working that will result if the agency is 
made the Panchayat. What matters most here isthe utility of 
tank to the adjoining cultivators. And that can be appreciated 
by the local Panchayat most. The collector at Trivandrum is 
not going to know the practical utility and benefit that might be 
derived from.a private bank in a remote part of the district. It 
is the local Panchayat that can. immediately understand the 
difficulty and take the necessary steps. On the other hand, if the 
Collector; with his multifarious duties, is called upon “to attend 
to this work, he will not find the time to investigate the matter 
fully and even if he does, the work will not be very satisfactory. 
Therefore, I support the amendment. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: If the word Panchayat is substituted 
for Collector, it may lead to difficulties in Clause 6. Can we, for 
instance, permit the Panchayats to enter > 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I concede that,toa certain extent, 
some recasting may be necessary. . 

Shri-A. Thanu Pillai: I suggest that the ameridments 4 and 5 
of Shri Balakrishna Menon relating to clause 6 may also be 
moved. and- discussed along with this amendment. 


‘My. Speaker: Yes. Shri Balakrishna Menon may move 
those- amendments as well. ‘ 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: I move: 


“Tn clause 6, sub clauses (1) and (2) delete the word 
‘Collector’ wherever found and substitute the word 
‘Panchayat’ in their places with necessary corres- 
ponding changes in their pronouns.” And’ 

“Tn clause 6, sub clauses (1) and (2) add, after the words 
‘Revenue Recovery Act 1951’ the following : 


“in easy. instalments covering a period of 15 
. years,” 
A lot of discussion has been carried on here and :perhaps I 


would only be repeating what-has been said already. But, for” 
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clarity’s sake, I would just read the whole clause as it stands 
and with the necessary amendments so that the House could 
understand it at first sight. As the clause stands, it reads:

The Collector may, for the purposes of 
repairing and maintaining an irrigation tank, enter 
or authorise the entry into the irrigation tank and 
the land adjoining to it of -such persons as may be 
necessary for the-execution of such repairs and 
other maintenance works.” ‘ 


With the amendments it will read; 


“6 (1) If any person, in possession and control of an 
irrigation tank converts it into wet land or dry land 
in contravention of the provisions of Section 4, the 
Panchayat may, by notice in writing, require such 
person within such time as may be fixed by the 
Panchayat to restore the same toits original state. 
If the person so required fails to restore the irrigation 
tank to its original state, the Panchayat may without 
prejudice to any other action that may be taken under 
this Act, cause such work to be executed or may take 
such measures or do that which in its opinion is 
necessary for restoring the same to its original state. 

. The Panchayat may enter or authorise the entry into 
the irrigation tank and the lands adjacent to it of 
such persons as may be necessary for the execution 
of such work. The expenses incurred ,by the Pan- 
chayatin the execution of such work shall be 
recoverable from the person who was required to 
execute the work, as arrears of land revenue under 
the provisions of the Travancore-Cochin Revenue 
Recovery Act, 1951. 


(2)_ Where an irrigation tank is not maintained in good 
, repair, the Panchayat may, by notice in writing, 
require the person in possession or control thereof 
or other persons who are in possession or control of 
adjoining lands and who are likely to be benefited 
by maintaining the tank in good repair, to maintain 
in good repair the said tank within such time as may 
be specified in the notice. Ifthe aforesaid persons . 
do not repair and maintain the tank as required by 
the Panchayat within the time specified, the Pan- 
chayat may cause such repairs to be executed or 
may take such measures or dothat which in its 
opinion is necessary for maintaining the tank in good 
repair. The Panchayat shall, subject to the subsist- 
ing rights between the several persons whose lands 
.are benefited, apportion the expenses of repairs 
between the several persons whose lands are bene- 
fited by the repair in proportion to the benefit 
derived or derivable by such persons on account of 
such repairs, Any expenses incurred by the Pan- 
chayat for the purposes of repairing and maintaining 
an irrigation tank and any amount apportioned by 
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the Panchayat as due froma party under this sub- 
section may be recovered from the party concerned 
as an arrear of land revenue under the Revenue 
Recovery Act, 1951. The Panchayat may, for the 
‘ purposes of repairing and maintaining an irrigation 
tank, enter or authorise the entry into the irrigation 
tank and the land adjoining to it of such persons as 
may be necessary for the execution of such repairs 
and other maintenance works.” . 


Now let me make it clear that so far as any exercise’ of 
discretion on thé part of the authority contemplated by this 
provision to bring the notification into effect, I do not want that 
power of discretion to be. vested in the Panchayat. In fact, I 
want these powers of discretion to. be vested in a competent 
authority ;, evidently the Collector is the fittest person. But once 
that-discretion has been exercised by the Collector, when a 
Collector has declared that a particular tank is an irrigation tank, 
there is nothing more by way of discretion to be exercised; it. is 
the actual work that has to be done next. That work may be 
entrusted to the Panchayat. Ihold that by working out the 
necessary changes in accordance with my amendment it is not’ 
going,.in any way, to take away the utility of this legislation. 
The Collector may require-the tank to be restored to the original 
state. Itis only formal. Instead of that, we willhave it that 
the Panchayat will require the tank to be restored to its original 

_ state. Then again, . 


. “Sf the person so required fails to restore the irrigation 
tank to its original state the Collector may without 
prejudice to any other action that may be taken 

‘ under this Act, cause such work to-be executed... .” 


This work the Panchayat will do instead of the Collector. 
There is absolutely:no scope for discretion here. Then again, 


irrigation tank........ 


Here also you. have to substitute the- Panchayat for th 
Collector. Ido not understand how the whole clause has to be 
recast. It is only that the words, ‘Collector’ has to be substituted 
by the word ‘Panchayat’. My subrnission is that it is not going to 
bring about any catastrophe by.making these changes. On the 
other hand, for reasons stated here so lucidly. by Shri P. S. Nata- 
raja Pillai, it will be only to the benefit of the people at large. 
You.can visualise the practical difficulties. of a Collector to get 
to know the real conditions of the tank of-the locality. These 
Panchayats,.witnin whose jurisdiction. the proposed tanks are 
situated, will have a greater access tothem and better opportu- 
nity to come to know about them and do things expeditiously. 
For these reasons, the changes in my amendment may be accepted 
by the Government, .. : : 


-“The-Collector may enter or authorise the entry into the 
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As I said, even at the risk of repetition, I may say that it is 
not going to bring about any catastrophe. In clause 2 also, I do 
not understand how my amendment will disturb the whole clause. 
The hon. Minister in charge of the bill stated that there may be 
difficulties in the matter of recovering these amounts. As stated 
by Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai, there are other departments, es- 
pecially the Excise Department, which are using the procedure 
under the Revenue Recovery Act for realising their dues. So 
too the Panchayats can also refer. the matter to the Revenue 
Authorities. Here also, there is noscope for exercising. discretion 
on the part of the Panchayat. Let me once again impress upon 
the House that our sole object is to see that these matters are 
expeditiously attended to, and in so far asit is possible, no sort 
of difficulties are placed in the way of people who really desire 
these tanks to be improved. With these words, I move my 
amendment, and I trust it will find acceptance with the House. 


‘Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan: This amendment will neces-— 
sarily call for an amendment of Section 7.: Section 7 reads: 
An “appeal shall lie to the Board of Revenue from the orders 
passed by the Collector under Section 3 or Section 4 or Section 5 
or Section 6. Such appeals shall be presented within thirty days 
_ from the date of receipt of the order complained against. The 
orders of the Board. of Revenue or where there has been no 
appeal, the orders of the Collector, shall subject to the provisions 
of sub-section (2) be final........ ”. So when the word Pancha- 
yat is substituted for Collector in Section 6, it has tobe substi- 
tuted in Section 7 also. In that.case, the right of appeal. will lie 
with the Panchayat. Therefore, I feel that the proposed amend- 
ments will practically necessitate the recasting of the whole Bill. 
So I oppose the amendment. ° 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I rise to support the amendment. The 
only object of this amendment isto substitute the authority of 
the Collector by the authority of the Panchayat in getting tanks 
repaired or restored or brought into good condition. 


Now, Sir, with your permission, I may read the whole clause 
with the word ‘Panchayat’ in place of the word ‘Collector’. I 
“propose to.do so because it was here suggested.that a good deal 
of confusion would be created if the substitution is made. 


“6 (1) If any person, in possession and control of an 
irrigation tank converts it into wet Jand or dry land 
in contravention ofthe provisions of Section 4, the 
Panchayat may,.by notice in writing, require.. such 
person within such time as may be fixed -by ‘the 
Panchayat, to restore the same to its original state. 
If the person so required fails to restore the ‘irriga- 
tion tank to its original state, the Panchayat. may, 
without. prejudice to any other action that may.be 
taken under this Act, cause such work to be exe- 
cuted or may take such measures or do -that. which

such repairs. .Any expenses incurred by the Pan- 
chayat for the purposes of repairing and maintain- 
ing an irrigation tank and any amount apportioned 
by the Panchayat as due froma party under this 
sub-section may be recovered from the party con- 
cerned as an arrear of land revenue under the 
Revenue Recovery Act, 1951. The Panchayat may, 
for the purposes of repairing and maintaining an 
irrigation tank enter or authorise the entry into the 

’ irrigation tank and the land adjoining to it of such 
persons as may be necessary for the execution of 
such repairs and other maintenance works.” . 


We are going to. constitute Panchayats throughouf the State. 
What are. the functions of these Panchayats tobe? Are the 
Panchayats constituted merely for merry-making, I am inelined 
to.ask. The Panchayats must be entrusted with some real work 
calculated for the real benefit of the people. Why should we 
have these bodies in name only, if there is no real, useful work 
to be entrusted to them? And I ask you, what work éan we 
imagine them to be more eminently fitted to carry out, than these 
works like repairing of irrigation tanks ?..To me it appears, if 
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there is any work that must most certainly be entrusted to the 
Panchayats it is work of this nature, work in relation to the 
agricultural activities of the country. If you are anxious that 
these irrigation tanks should be kept in good condition, I for one 
would advocate such work being entrusted to the Panchayats. 
What work are they more suited for? What work are these 
Panchayats doing now? We have them in several places; in 
Travancore and in Cochin there are several of these constituted. 
What useful work are they doing? What are these bodies for ? 
No work, no responsibility, no powers, some people simply keep- 
ing some accounts of the grants received from the Government. 
I for one would suggest that all irrigation tanks in the State may 
be entrusted to these Panchayats for maintenance and upkeep 
and restoration. 


Mr. Speaker : Under the Village Panchayats Act,. there are 
some duties devolving on them. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: True. But the provision must not be 
allowed to remain in paper only. Those provisions must be 
actively enforced. 


Mr. Speaker: Is it contended that without this amendment 
the functions entrusted to the Panchayats cannot be properly 
carried out ? . ¥ 


Shri A. Thane Pillai: If we donot give such work to the 
Panchayats, we will be depriving them of much real work which 
belonzs properly to them. And there willbe no meaning in 
having these Panchayats. And I am asking, why, if all Govern- 
ment tanks can be left to the care of the Panchayats, these pri- 
vate tanks cannot be left to their care ? Simply because these 
are private tanks, there is no necessity to make any distinction, 
If you can give them power in respect of Government tanks, you 
can certainly safely give them powers in respect of these private 
tanks also. Because these are private tanks, there must no 
doubt be some~declaration by a competent authority that these 
are irrigation tanks. That function is not imposed on any body 
in this Bill. There was an amendment by Shri Gopalan Nair to 

. the effect that the Government may by notification in the Gov- 
ernment Gazette declare that any tank is an irrigation tank. 
That is a very necessary provision which has somehow not been 
taken up as yet. Then there was Shri Nataraja Pillai’s amend- 
ment: “Government may by notification in the Government 
Gazette declare a tank, well, éanal, eri or other-reservoir used 
for storage of water for purposes’ of. cultivation as an. irrigation 
tank under this Act.” Ithink one of these amendments we.can 
accept, and I think the Treasury Benches will have no ‘hesita- 
tion in regard to that. Now, the Collector is empowered to make 
that declaration. ,, When thus the Collector has made that decla- 
ration and sufficient notification has been made, then a.,private 
tank becomes an irrigation tank for the purposes of this Act. 
And then the Panchayat can step in. That is our argument, 
Where is the absurdity in this ? : ° 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I know, Sir, whether 
there is any objection.to the clause asit stands. The Govern- 
ment makes the declaration and the tank which under the pro- 
prietorship of a private individual, comes under the control of 
the Collector. Therefore there is a paramount responsibility 
with the Collector and he must ‘cause’ the work to be done. 
There is nothing preventing the Panchayat being the agency to 
do the work. ; 


’ Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: In regard to that, there is this 
difficulty. The Panchayat may not be doing the work, it may- 
be entrusting the work with somebody of its choice. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: When a tank has been declared an 
irrigation tank by the Government, then the question is whether 
the Panchayat can be entrusted with the power todoit, Shri 
Panampilli Govinda Menon puts me the question why not the 
Collector be entrusted with the power and the Panchayat be 
asked to work under his orders. 


Shri J. T. Moraes: So, if there is a tank within the limits of 
a Municipality, the Municipality has to be entrusted with the 
work, I suppose. So we must have such a provision in the Bill. 


‘Shri A: Thanu Pillai: Then it will be for my friend to. bring 
in an amendment. So far as Iam concerned, I do not know 
whether there is any irrigation tank in municipal areas, 


— ‘Shyi J. T. Moraes: There may not be any within the limits 
of the Corporation of Trivandrum, but that does not preclude the 
possibility of a tank being situated within the limits of a Munici- 
pality. oO / 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: How many irrigation tanks are there 
in municipal areas ? . 


Shri J: T: Moraes: . Even if there is only one,. there “must be 
provision in the Bill, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Ifthere is any such, I leave it to my 
friend, to bring forward an amendment or another Bill. 


‘Iam not aware of any private tank of this kind being ai 
irrigation tank in.a Municipal area. To my mind, there is noth- 
ing of the kind in Travancore. I do not know whether there are 

‘such tanks in the Cochin area. After all, Sir, it is a very minor 
thing and need not disturb at-all. As far as Mr. Govinda Menon’s 
_ question is concerned, if we are entrusting the Panchayats with 
this power why should we ask them to wait for the Collector's 
- order to do anything in that. regard? Now, Sir, how many 
Government irrigation tanks entrusted to these District Collectors 


iar 
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are in good repair now? I have been advocating again and 
again that all the irrigation tanks should be restored and 
a4mproved within a short period. I also gave notice of a resolu- 
tion regarding this matter. But this session it could not be 
discussed for want of time. Now we want:enough rice produc- 
tion, and this question of the irrigation tanks is not one to be 
made light of. In the South Travancore area particularly where 
these irrigation tanks mean everything, they are left in utter 
distepair, Why not make a list of all these tanks and set apart 
an amount of Rs. 50 lakhs for their repair and proper upkeep? 
My friend, the Finance Minister, wants perhaps a sum of 
Rs. 50 lakhs to be invested in shares in industrial concerns of a 
‘very doubtful character judging from their results. Why not 
‘this amount of Rs. 50 lakhs be invésted in these tanks in this 
-area? That is a very, very pertinent question which the Minister 
avoided to answer.. But on the contrary the money that was 
sanctioned was allowed to lapse due to the utter inefficiency, 
‘recklessness, carelessness and supineness of the Government. 
So, I want these tanks to be entrusted with the Village Panchayats 
which are composed of local cultivators. And,let us see whether 
‘they will take care of these tanks. If you leave these tanks to 
the Collectors that means that nothing is going tobe done. We 
Enow,:Sir, the amount of delay that.will result at every stage if 
-~we are: to entrust these Collectots -with this work. We have 
feund. what has happened at Vandanmedu. We find people 
vencroaching Government lands and this has been going on not 
for months but for years. What are these Collectors and 
‘Proverthicars doing? Were they sleepmg? That was the 
answer given this morning. So, let all these tanks be entrusted 
-~with the Pan:chayats; otherwise we need not have thesePanchayats. 
“Why should we spend money for thesé. elections to Panchayats 
and all that? So, Sir, what I say is that these tanks should also 
go there. When the Collector has declared a tank as an irriga- 
tion tank in pursuance of the provisions of this Act the 
Panchayat concerned should be entrusted with the work of its 
repair and proper upkeep. We need not fear that some calamity 
or havoc will follow if these Panchayats are entrusted with these’ 
irrigation tanks. Let us trust our local men. Let local matters 
“be dealt with by them. Why should Government take up the . 
-odium always by taking up things which they are not able to do? 
As for the recovery of cost, naturally that comes under the 
provision of the Revenue Recovery Act. Therefore, Sir, I very: 
strongly support this amendment. _ 
Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, the argument of the Finance 
Minister -that the Collector can delegate his powers to the 
“Panchayat in the matter of executing works in respect of irriga- 
‘tion tanks does not hold good in the face of what is stated in 
€lause 6(1). In this sub-clatise it is provided: Ss

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_ Now, Sir, there is another aspect to this question. Suppose 
the beneficiary of the tank files a petition before the Collector, 
The usual procedure will be that it will be sent through the 
Tahsildar to the local Proverthicar for enquiry. The Proverthicar 


being not always very honest may delay the petition till heis 


properly approached by the party. If the party is unable to 
please the Proverthicar his petition may go into the waste paper 
‘basket. Even if the Proverthicar makes a recommendation the 
local Tahsildar will send it back to the Collector. This process 
‘of going to the Collector, and coming again to the Tahsildar and 
‘going back to the Collector will cause inordinate delay in the 
‘disposal of the petition. If, on the other hand, the local Pancha- 


yats are entrusted with this work the Panchayat concerned may - 


take up the matter and appoint a sub-committee and immediately 
necessary steps will be taken to start the work. In this connec- 
tion I may be permitted to cite an instance. In my constituency 
a tank was covered up by a private owner. I filed a petition for 
the tank being opened up. That petition was forwarded to the 
Nemom Police Inspector for enquiry and report. I went to the 
Inspector and we both went to the spot where I had the unfortu- 
nate experience of being abused by the owner. Then again I 
went to the Inspector. The head constable was siding with the 
party. I have been reminding the.Collector of this matter as 
often as possible. Hitherto nothing has been done in the matter. 
’ When I support this amendment this story comes into my 
memory. Therefore, what I-say is, Sir, that it should be provided 
in this Bill empowering the Panchayats to take up this work of 
renovating and repairing irrigation tanks. . 


Shri Ambat Eachara Menon:. Is it the hon, Member's view. 
that if the Panchayats are empowered, they will go to the spot. 
and enquire into petitions like this ?

watering cocoanut trees. They may come under the definition 
as it is, because they are places of storage of water for the pur- 


. pose of cultivation. So, they might be said to be tanks coming 


under this Bill eventhough they may be used only for watering

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cécoanut trees. Each cocoanut garden may have two or three 
tanks and if those tanks are brought under irrigation tanks, 
the owners of those gardens will be put to great hardship. Itis 
necessary to make the position clear. .So, to make it clear and.

in the original Bill I think this amendment is necessary. IE it is 
only meant for paddy crops or other food crops, I have no 
objection. . . ;

Shri N. P. Varghese: Is it the opinion of the hon. Member 
that there should be no powers for the Governmnet to’ sit in 
judgment over the Board of Revenue ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai:. Government shall have power to 
revise the decisions of the Board. That is the wording of my 
amendment. But suo motu the Executive eannot be allowed to 
call for the case. 


Mr. Speaker: Eyery revision—95%~~is taken on the applic- 
ation of the party. * ; . oo . 


Shri P, S. Nataraja. Pillai: Here, the provision is definite. 
Without any application being given before the Government, the 
Government may call for and examine the -records. in any case 
which is pending before the Board of Revenue.

Shiri P: S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not the question offadminis- 
tration, but it is the question of the discharge of the statutory 
functions of the Government. “ It is the discharge of the functions 
of the statutory bodies. The Board of Revenue is a statutory 
body. .My friend can understand the difference between the 
Board and the Government. When an appealis pending before 
the. Board, if the Executive, on its own initiative, calls for the 
records and gives a decision, what is it if not misuse of executive 
powers? My friend must enlighten me as to whether:this is not 
interfering with the legitimate function of the Board ? 


‘Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: May I know why the 
appeal. preferred ‘should be before the Government and not 
before the High Court? 7 


Shri. P. S, Nataraja’ Pillai: I reasonably expect Government 
to function as Government, and not-to arrogate to itself powers 
which are in the legitimate province of the Board. Once it has 
been decided in appeal and the reasons have been recorded and 
then if you provide for a revision on the motion of the aggrieved 
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party, the party willbe heard and an-order will be recorded, 
But, here what does it show?. The only,provision is that the

matter like this, is atissue. In a country like ours, whether 
specific complaints have been made by very’ responsible persons

"J Shri-\P.S, Nataraja "Pillai: When the Government take the 
right of revision, I will be the last man to object. oo 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Wherever provision is 
made for revision this is the way of introducing the revisional 
powers. : ; 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Iam nota lawyer atall.. Ido 
not know the precedent with regard to that. At any rate it 
militates against common sense. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: There is a similar provision - 
in the Board of Revenue Act. .

Member: aware 
that the Board of Revenue Act was passed in 1125? os

Government misused such powers in the interest of ‘particular 
persons. Ever somany evictions have been openly made, I 
know certain cases where orders of eviction have been stayed. by 
the Ministry. Ihave great confidence in man. ButI would like 
to say things as I see. ; 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: It is the view of the hon. 
Member that the powers of Government will be weakened ? 


‘Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Is it not the question of weaken- 
ing the Government’s power. When there is an aggrieved party it 
is for that party to come before the Government in revision and 
ask Government to revise the order passed by the Board of 
Revenue.

Shyi Panampilli Govinda Menon: When the Bill was read, 
was it the view of the hon.

The conditions on which grants are issued are as follows :— 

Aided Medical Institutions should be run by duly qualified 
Medical Practitioners. There should not be any Government 
Medical Institution: within two miles. The minimum average 
monthly attendance required for the maximum grant of Rs. 100 
per mensem fora Hospital should be 120 in-patients and 1,000 
out-patients. In the case of a Dispensary the average monthly 
out-patients attendance should be 1,500. All the Aided Medicel 
Institutions shall be open to. inspection by the Surgeon General. 
Every Aided Medical Practitioner shall carry out without extra 
remuneration all orders of Government in regard to the treat-

Malipuram. 

1. . The lease shall be subject to the provisions of the Cochin Salt Act V of 1083 
and the rules in force from time to time regarding the manufacture of salt in Cochin 
State. 

2, For the present the lessee is prepared to take on lease only the 20 acres of 
land already experimented on by, Government and for this an yearly rent of Rs, 5 
per acre will be paid by him to the Government. Government will, however, have 
the right to raise the rent up to Rs, ro per acre per annum, when Government think 
that the working of the concern justifies such enhancement.
